W ALES, drawne by Sir Fobn Priſe Knight, 
and peruſed by Humpbrey Lloyd

e three Sonnes of Brutus, Locri- 
uus, Albanalius, and Camber 
divided the whole Iſle of Bri- 
taine into three Parts. The part 
contained within the French Seas, 
the Rivers Severne ( called in Bri- 
tiſh Hafren ) Dee and Humber fell 
to Locrinus the eldeſt fon, from 
whom it was called Lloyger,which 
name it hath in the Britiſh tongue 
to this day, in Engliſh it is called Englaud, and now extendeth 
it ſclfe Northward to the River Tweed; The 2d fon Albana- 
nattus had all the Country Northward from Humber to the 
Sea Orkney (called in the Britiſh tongue Mor Werydb, and in 
Latine Mare Caledonium) for his Share; The zd fon Camber 
had the remaining part lying within the Spaniſh and Iriſh Seas, 
and ſeparated from England by the Rivers Severne and Dee; 
this part was after his name called Cambria, the Inhabitants 
Cambry, and their Language Camberaec, as at this day; The 
Inhabitants of this part have kept their Country and Language 
about 2 69 0 years, without commixtion with any other Na- 
tion. This Country Cambria, in Britiſh Cymru, was called by 
the Saxons (a people of Germany that conquered and inhabi- 
ted that part of Britaine called L/oyger ) Wales, and the Inha@# 
birants and the Language, Velſp, which are words ſignifying 
range; and the Inhabicants of High and Low Germany doc-at 
this day call the Language they do not underſtand , Walſh, and 
the people that ſpeake it, Wel/bmen; ſo that they are much de- 
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ceived, who derive the word from a Queene called Gwalaes, 
or from a Prince named Vala; neither is the phancy of Pelydor 
Virgil, who faith it was called Valia quaſi Italia, becauſe the 
remaining part of the Romans in the Iſle were driven thither, 
to be approved of; Giraldus Cambrenſs before him and others 
were guilty of th: ſame miſtake. That the Country was call- 
ed I/ales and the People Velſh by the Saxons (a ſtrange Nati- 
on) is evident, in that the Velſß know not what thoſe 
words meane, their mother tongue teaching them only to call 
| themſelves Cymru and their Language Cymraec; And that they 
| were not Romans that were driven into Cambria, the language 
| doth ſufficiently evince, which hath words that have no affinity 
| at all with the Latine: it muſt needs be granted that many 
l words are borrowed from the Latine, as it could not be o- 
therwiſe, the Roman Legions and Colonies having been fo long 
| ſeated in the Country, but they are ſo different in termination 
[ that it requires ſome £kill to diſcover the words that are of Ro- 
=P man extraction. 
| The Saxons gaining ſtill ground, the Britains were driven by 
| them out of the plain, champion country on the other {ide the 
| rivers Dee & Severne, eſpecially byOffa K. of Mercia, who made 
795 A Ditch of great depth and breadth to be a Meare between his 
Kingdom & Vales; the Ditch begins at the river Dee by Baſing- 
werke between Cheſter and Ruthlan,& runs along the ſides of the 
| hills to the South Sea a little from Brijtoll; It reacheth above 
. a 100 miles in length, and is in many places to be ſcene at this 
day; th: Welſh call it Clawdh Offa; the Country between it 
and England is commonly called (in Welſh) J Mars, although 
the greateſt part thereof be now inhabited by the Velſh, eſpe - 
| cially in Northwales , which yet keepeth the ancient limits to 
the river Dee, and in ſome places reacheth beyond ir. 
Girallus and others make the river V/, in Welſh Gwy, to 
be the meare between England and Vales on the South part, 
the breadth of Wales from Salow or Willowford, in Wellh Khy4 
® yr belig upon V to S. Davids in Meneviais a 100 miles; alſo 
| the length from Caerllecn upon Uſc in Gwentland to Holybead 
| or Caergybi in Angleſey,in Welſh Mon, is above a 100 miles; the 
| Welſh tongue is at this day commonly ſpoken beyond theſe 
mcares, as in Herefordſhire, Gloceſter ſhire, and Shrep * 
out 
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About the yeare of Chriſt 870 Rodericus Magnus divided $870 
IWales into three Territories or Kingdomes , which were theſe, 
1, Gwynedb, in Engliſh Northwales, in Latine Venedotia. 2. De- 
benbarth, in Engliſh Southwales, in Latine Demetia. 3. Powis- 
laud. In each of theſe he ordained a Princely Seat or Court for 
the Prince to live at moſt commonly, as in Gwynedb, aberffraw Aberſram 
in the Ile of Mon or Angleſey ; In Debeubarth , Caermardhyn, : 
from whence it was removed to Dinevowr, eight miles thence; H;yoygwy 
in Powys, Pengwern or Tmwythic, in Engliſh Shrewsbury, from Masbrava“ 
whenc: it was removed to Mathraval in. Powis land. , 

Of the Kingdome of Gwyneth or Aberffraw. 

Rodri the Great gave Northwales to his eldeſt Sonne, and 
ordained that the other two ſhould pay him (each of them) 
yearly by way of Tribute 200l, as appears by the Laws of 
Howel Dba. Northwales hath upon the North fide the Sea, up- 
on the Weſt and Southweſt the river Dyvi , which divideth it 
from Southwales , and in ſome places — Pow; it extends 
from the river Dee at Baſingwerke to Aberdyvi; on the South 
and Eaſt it is divided from Poi ſometimes with rivers, ſome- 
tim:s with maunt ins, till it comes to the River Dee againe, It 
was of old divided into ſoure parts, the firſt and chieſeſt where- 
of was Mo# , now called Angleſey, in which at Aberfraw the 1. Mon. 
Prince had his chicfe houſe ; It is an Iſſand ſeparated from the 
maine land by an arme of the Sea called Menai; It hath in it 
three Cantreds or Hundreds, which are ſubdivided into fix Co- 
mots, as 1. Cantref Aberfraw to Comot Llivon and Malliraeth: 
2. Cantret Cemazs to Talebolion and Twrceelyn : and 3. Cantret 
Roſſ ir to Tindaethwy and Menai. It hath in it a neat, commo- 
dious towne called be umariſh, alſo Newburgh,and a paſſage into 
Ireland at Caergybi, in Engliſh Holybead, It is an egregious mi- 
ſtake in Polydor, to deny this Ifle the name of Mena, and al- 
low it only to be called Angleſia or Anglorum Inſula; and to 
give the name Mona to the ile of Man, whereas the Inhabitants 
and throughout all Wales they know no other name for it, but 
Mon and Tir Mon, that is, the Land of Min unto this day, and 
that Man was never called Min by any ; the Inhabitants 
themſelves call it Manaw, as the Welſs alſo doe. And Corn: Ta- 
citus puts the matter out of queſtion, when in the life of Agrico- 
la he ſaith the Roman Souldiers ſwom over into Mena, which

it was impoſſible for them to doe into the Iſle of Man being 
above 20 miles diftant from the maine Land, 

2. Arvon , which is as much to ſay as, Over again? Mon, is 
the 2d part; it bath in it foure Cantreds and ten Comors, 

1. Cantref Aber hath in it three Comots, I Llechwedd 
uchaf , y Llechwedd iſef and Nanconwey. 
2. Cantref Arvon hath two Comots, Vwch Gwyrvai, and 

Iſawyrvai, 

3. Cantref Dunodic hath two Comots, Ardyudwy and E- 

vionyth, | 

4. Cantref Lhn containeth three Comots , Cymytmaen, 
Tinllayn, and Canologion, All theſe, except Ardudwy, which is 
now a part of Merionethſvire, are in Carnarvonſhire, In this 
ſhire are the Suowdon Hills, called Eryri, which for their ſertili- 
ty, hcight, wood, cattell, fiſh and fowle yeeld not to the fa- 
mous Alps; and this Country is without controverſy the 
ſtrongeſt for ſituation within Britaine. Here are the Townes 
of Carnarvon, called in old time Caer Segont ( Segontium Au- 
toni ni,] of Conwey,called formerly Caergyffyn,the See of Bangor, 
Pwllbeli, Nevyn, the Caſtles of Crickjeth, Dolathelan , Dolba- 
darn: Dinas Dinlle, Clynnoc vawr, Tnys Enlli or Bardſey, and o- 
ther ancient places. This was the laſt part of I/ales brought 
under the dominion of the Kings of England ; It hath on the 
North the Sea and Menai, upon the Eaſt and South-Eaſt the 
river Conwey, which divides it from Denbighſhire in moſt pla- 
ces, except it be toward the ſea, where ir paſſeth the river, and 
reacheth about five miles beyond it; on the South-weft and 
MWeſt it is ſeparated from Merionyth by high Mountains, Rivers 
and Meares. 

3- Merionyth the third part of Gwyneth containing three 
Cantreds, cach of which contains three Comots. 1. Cantref 
Meirion hath three Comots, Talybont, Pennal, and Iiymaner. 
2. Cantref Aruſtly hath, Uwchgoed, Iſcoed, Gwarthrenion. 3d. 
Cantref Penllyn, which hath Uwchmeloch, Iſmeloch, and Mic- 
nai nt. This Country keeps the ſaid name to this day, but not 
all the ſame Meeres it had in former times; It is full of Hills and 
Rocks, it hath upon the North the Sea, to which there is great 
reſort to take Herrings. It hath upon the Eaſt Arvon, and 
Denb / gh land, upon the South Powi,upon the Weſt Dyvi and 
Cardigan- 
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Cardiganſhire, In this Country are the Townes of Harlech, 
where there is a ſtrong Caſtle, Dolgelley and Bala, and here is 
the great Lake LH Tegyd,thatis three miles long; of which it 
is aid, that che River Dee running through it mingleth not 
with its water; moreover it is ſaid that Salmons, commonly ta- 
ken in the River hard by the Lake, are never (cen in the Lake, 
and that a ſort of fiſh called Gwyniaid are very common in the 
Lake, but never taken in the River. Not farre from the Poole 
i* a place called Caergai, which was the houſe of Gai K. Ar- 
thurs ſoſter brother. This ſhire (like Arvon) is full of Cattell, 
Fowle, and Fiſh, and hath good ſtore of red Deere and Roes, 
but Corne is ſcarce. 


J Ber- 
which may be Engliſhed , the Inland or Middle Country; It veddwlzd, 


contained Five Cantreds, and Thirteen Comors, as 1. Cantref 
K hyvonioc, which hath in it theſe Comots,Vwchalet & I ſalet. 2. 
Cantref T/irat, which hath Hiraethoc & Cynmeirch. 3 Cantref 
R 65,which hath Uwchdulas, Iſdulu & Creutbyn,all which are in 
the Lordſhip of Denbigh, except Creuthyn , which is a part of 
Carnarvonſhire , and hath in it the Caſtle of Digamry, which 
did belong to the Earles of Cheſter, and in the Latine and Eng- 
liſh Chronicles is commonly called Gannoc. 4. Cantref Dyffryn 
Clwy1,hat is, the Valley of Clpy4, it is now called the Lordſhip 
of Kuthyn, and hath theſe Comors, Coleigion , Llanerch and Do- 
weilyn, 5th. Cantret is Tegeng! , now a part of Flintſhire, it 
Rath theſe Comots, Counſyllt, Preftatyn and Rutblan. In this 
part of Gwyneth is the faire valley of Dyfſryn Clwyd , which 
reacheth 18 miles in length, and is in breadihq,5, 6, and in 
ſome places 7 miles: Northward it borders on the Sea, and on 
the Eaſt, Weſt, and South it is incloſed with high hills: It a- 
bounds with all manner of neceffaries both for Man and Beaſt, 
as Cattell, Fiſh, Fowle, Corne, Hay, Graſſe, Wood, &c, The 
river Clwyd being increaſed by the acceſſion of Clywedoc,T[trat, 
IV hilar, Elw:y and other rivers from the hills ronnes along and 
divides it in the midft.In this Valley two miles from the Sea doc 
ſtand the Towne and Caftle of Kuthlan , famous for a Parlia- 
ment K. Edward l. kept there in the 12 yeare of his Reigne. 
And two miles above it is the See of S. Aſaph called in old time 
Llanelgey, between theRivers Clwyd aud Elwey ; foure miles 
| thence 
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thence.and two miles from the river Clwyd lies ſituate Denbigb, 
the Shire towne for that County, in which there is a very faire, 
firong Caſtle built upon a rock, which was very much enlarged 
and ſtrengthened by Henry Lacy Earle of Lincolne, to whom 
King Edward gave the Lordſhip of Denbigh : five miles above 
this es the towne of Kuthin , wherein is a faire Caſtle, which 
did ſometimes belong to the Grays Lords of Ruthyn and Farles 
of Kent. This part of Gwyneth hath upon the North the river 
Dee and the Sea; upon the Weſt, Arvon and the river Conwey; 
South and Eaſt Merionyth and Pow; theſe be the Meeres and 
Bounds of Gwyneth. So there was under the Kingdome of 4 
berſr.w 15 Cantreds and 38 Comots. But Northwales, as it is 
now reckoned ſixe (hires, containeth in it beſides Gwyneth a 
great part of P:wir. 

The Britiſh Chronicle faith of Nortbwales,that it came by in- 
heritance to Women three times: 1. To Stradwen daughter to 
Cadvan ap Conan ap Endaf & Wife to Coel Godeboc, Mother to 
Genaw,Dyvyr & Gwawl:the ſecond time to the ſame GH aul wife 
to Edern ap Padern & Mother to Canetba Vledic, which Cune- 
tha being a Prince in the North of England, about the yeare of 
Chtiſt 5 40 ſent his ſonnes to recover Cardigan his inheri- 
tance from the Iriſh Scots and Pids, who had poſſeſſed them - 
ſelves of thoſe parts of it which bordered upon the Sea; T ibiaon 
his eldeſt ſonne dyed in Man, which the Iriſh Scots had con- 
quered; Gilda ſaith, that of the Progeny of Glam Hedlor, that 
peopled a great part of Ireland, Tſcroeth with his people in- 
habited Dalrienda,a part of Scotland. Builke with his people 
came to Man. Builke cum filius = inbabitavit Euboniam In- 
ſulam, vulgd Mana w, quæ eſt in meditullio Maris inter Hyberniam 
& Bricanniam. The Children of Bethoun inhabited Demet ia, or 
Southwales, with Gwyr and Cydweli, untill they were chaſed 
thence by the Children of Cunetba. thus farre Gilda. The 
ſons of Cunetha being arrived in North wales divided the Coun- 
uy betwixt them: firſt Meireaon the ſonne of Tibiaon the fon 
of Cunedha had Cantret Meireaon to his part. Aruſſel ap Cunee 
tha had Cantref Aruitly. Caredic ap Cunha had Caredigion, 
now Cardiganſhire. Dunod had Cantref Dunodic. Edeyrn had 


. Edeyrnion. Mael had Dynmael. Coel had _ Degvael had

Dogveilyn. Kyvaon had Ryvenioc now Denbigh-land. Maclor

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the ſon of Gwran the ſon of Cunethes had Maeloron, that is, the 
two Maelors, Maelow Gymbraeg, called Bromfield, and Macloy 
Saeſneg. En Tl reh had Caereneon in Powis. Uſſa had Maeſu- 
fſmolke now Oſweſtree: What they ſay commonly of Oſwald K. 
of Northumberland, that he was ſlaine there, and that a Well 
ſprung up where his Arme was carried, is nothing fo : for Beds 
and all other writers teſtify that Peanda flew Oſwald at Maſer- 
felt in the Kingdome of Northumberland, and his body was bu- 
ried in the Abbey of Bardney in the Province of Lyndeſey. Theſe 
names given by the Progeny of Cunetha continue to this day. 
After this the Iriſh Pid which the Britains called I Gwyday! 
Phidiaid overran the Iſle of Man, from whence they were dri- 
ven by Caſwalhon Law bir, that is, Caſwalbon with the long 
hand, the ſon of Eneon yrch ap Cunethe, who with his own 
hands ſlew Serigi their King at Llan y Gwydayl,that is, the Iriſ 
Church in Holy head. This Caſwalbon was Father to Maelgon 
Gwyr tb, whom the Latines call Maglocunus, King of Britaine: 
In his time lived the famous Bard Talieſhn who was called 
Pen Beirdh, that ls, the chiefeſt of the Bards or Wiſemen, Lucan 
in his firſt book of the Civil warre between Ceſar and Pompey 
makes mention of our Bards thus, Plar ina ſecuri fudiſtu carmi- 
1 Bardi: This Maelgon had 3 ſon called Run in whoſc time, 
the Saxons invited Gurmond (who had come from Afric,) from 
Ireland to joyne with them againſt the Britains, who by him 
and them were greatly diſtreſſed, drove firſt over Severne, and 
{laine,as many as were known of them to profeſſe Chriſt, This 
Run was Father to Beli, who was Father to Fago (or Fames ) 
who, and not Brochwel or Brecyval (as the Engliſh Chronicle 
ſaith) was Father ro Cadvan, the Father of Cadwalhon , the 
Father of Ca4walader the laſt King of the Britains, Erochwel, 
ſarnamed Tſpithroc, by reaſon of his long teeth, was Captain 
over thoſe who fought with Adelred alias Etbelbert King of 
Kent, and his Saxons and Angles, whom Auguitin the Monke 
had inciced to make warre againſt the Cbriſtias Britains. Bro- 
chwel was twice put to flight by them not farre from Cbeſter, 
and they cruelly ſlew à 1000 Priefts and Monkes of Bangor, 
with a great number of {Sy Brethren of the ſame bouſe that li- 
ved by the lahour of their hands, and were come bare-footed to 
deſire mercy and Peace. Then Brochwel retired over Pee, and 
defending

defending the paſſages againſt the Saxons, untill Cadvan K. of 
Northwales, Meredyth K. of Southwales, and Bledrus or Pletius 
Prince of Cornwall came to his aide, he gave the Saxons baitell 
and ſlew of them a 1066, and put the reſt to flight. Acer this 
Battel Cadvan was choſen King of Britaine , and was the chit 
Ruler within the Ille. 

3. The 3d time that Northwales came to a Woman was to 
Eſyllt, the daughter of Conan Tindaethwy, the ſon of Edwal 
Twrch, the ſon of K.Cadwalader, The Britiſh Annals ſay, Conan 
was the ſon of Rodric Molwynoc fon of the ſayd Edwal. She was 
wife to Mervyn Bhrych and Mother to Roderic the Great. 

The laſt Kings of the Britains finding Nortbwales to be a Coun- 
try exceeding ſtrong, as _ full of high Mountains, craggy 
rocks, great Woods, deep Valleys, ſtreights and dangerous pla- 
cet, and deepe and ſwift Rivers, made it their chieſeſt Seate. 
The chiefe Rivers in Gwyneth are, Dyvi, which ſprings in the 
Hills of Merioneth, runnes North-weſt by Mowthwy and Machyn- 
Ilaeth, and fo to the ſea at Aberdyvi; it divides = ar 0m and 
Southwales, Dee, in Wellh Dourdwy,ſprings alſo from the ſame 
hills, runs Eaſt through Penllyn and the lake Tegid, downe to 
Corwen & Llangollen,between Chirke land & Bromfield, where 
it bowes Northward towards Bangor iſcoed,ſo to Holt & Cheſter, 
thence Northweſt to Flint Caſtle, and ſo to the Sea. Conwey, 
which riſcth likwiſe in Merionethſbire, runs under Snowdon 
North- Eaſt, by the Towne of Aberconwey to the Sea, Avon Wye 
nen, that fals into the ſea at Traeth Mawr. Tvelenryd,which the ſea 
receives at Traeth bachan. Mouibau, that falls into the Sea at 
Ber mouth. Deſynny.  lmen.Lleder, Llygwy. Machno.Ogwen. Cegid. 
Seint, which runs to the Sea at Carnarvon. Gwrvai. Llivon. 
Llyfni. Dwyoor. Dwyvech, Erch, Soch. Clwyd , which riſeth in 
Denbigb- laud, runs downe to Ruthin, and plaine North, not 
farre from Denbigh,to St Aſaph, and ſo by Kuthlan to the Sea, 
Cefni, Dulas, Aled, Elwey.&c.Among the Mountains in Carnar- 
von and Merioneth Shires there are very many Llynns or Lakes 
abounding with large Trouts;In the River Conwey there is a ſort 
of Fiſh called Bryyni aid, which they uſc to take from the mid- 
dle of March to the middle of April. And in two Pooles, to 
wit, I lyun Peri, and Llynn Tortbenni, which are about thres 


miles aſunder, there is a Fiſh called Torgocb, from his red belly, 
which, when the ſeaſon is to take it in the one, is not to be found

# the Lords would not obey their Prince, as in Gwent and 1. 
Morgannwc : It was divided into ſix Parts. I. Caredigion Caredigion, 
was the firft , it contained 4 Cantreds and 10 Comots, 1.Can- 
tref Pemvedic which had in it theſe Comots,Geneurglyn,Perveth 
& Creuthyn. 2. Cantref Canaw! had theſe, Mevenyth , Anhunoc 
and Pennarth. 3. Cantref Caſtel! had theſe Comots, Mabwyni- 
on and Caerwedros, 4. Cantref Syrwen had theſe , Gwenionyth 
and Iſcoed: This part is at this day called in Engliſh Cardigan- 
ſvire, in Welſh Swy4b Aberteivi. It is a champion Country 
without much wood: It hath been divers times overcome by 
the Fleming: and Normans, who built in it ſeverall Caftles , but 
could not keep it: It hath on the Eaſt Northwales, the River 
Dyvi and part of Powys 3 upon the South Carmarthenſhire : on 
the Weſt the River Teivi and Pembrokeſhire,and on the North 
the Iriſh Sea. In this is the Towne of Cardigan, upon Teivi, 
not farre from the Sea: tHe Towne of Aberyſtwyth, upon the 
River Tiwyth, by the Sea: Llanbadarn V awr once an Epiſco- 
pall See, wherein was a famous Sancluary in times paſt , and 
a Place of Religious and Learned men ; the Caſtles of 
Stratmeyric, Gwalter, of Llanryſted, of Dynerth, of the ſons of 
Is yneaon, of Aberbeidol and many more, the Abbey of Strata 
Florida, the Townes of Tregaron , Llandbewibrevi &c. 2. 
2. The 2d part was called Dyver, at this day Pembrokeſhire: Dyver. ©, 
It had init 8 Cantreds add 23 Comots , which were theſe, 1. 
Cantref Emlyn,that had theſe Comots , /webcuch , Iſcuch and 
Levethyr: 2.

(Hwl forth)the faire Haven of — — (in Welſh Aberdaugled- 
beu) St Davids or Menevia (in Welſh Muy) the chieſeſt Epiſ- 
copall See in Wales; Fiſcard or Abergwayn , Newport or Tref- 
draeth; theſe are along the Sea coaſt, or not far off. There are 
divers Caſtles therein as Cilgerran, Arberth, Gwys, Llanhayaden 
Walwyn, &c. This Part was won firft by the Mountgomer 
Earles of Shrewsbury , was after given to c Marſhalls, and ſo 
toValence, The Princes of Wales were from thence moſt trou- 
bled with Normans and Flemings , who remaine to this day, 
and inhabit about Tenby, Pembroke and in Kos , and can ſpeak 
no Welſh, nor good Engliſh as yet. It hath on the Weſt and 
North the Iriſh Sea, the Spaniſh Sca upon the South, upon the 
Faſt Carmarthenſhire, and Cardiganſbire on the North Eaſt.

Sea, on the South-Eaſt Glamorgan, and on the Eaſt Breckuock- 
ſpire. It is reckoned the ſtrongeſt part of all Southwales, as be- 
ing full of high Mountains, great Woods, and faire Rivers, eſpe- 
cially Towy.

Severne runs by Llanidlos full Eaft, 
through Cydewen, by the Welſh Poole, and under the Caſtle of 
Shrawarden to 8brewsbury, from whence it turnes Southward 
to Bridgenorth, Bewdley, Worceſter, Gloceſter,, and ſo to the Sea 
near Bri/toll. Gy, in Engliſh Vy, runs South Eaſt by Rayadere 
Gwy to Buellt, where Irwon meets her, thence to Glasbury, ſo to 
Hereford &Monmouth,&to the Severne Sea at Chepſtow,Mor Ha- 
fren, ſo they call the Sea that ſevereth Wales from Somerſerſhire, 
Devonſhire & Cornwall. Reidol runs Northward and makes haſt 
to the Sea neare Aberylwyth. Uſc riſeth in a high mountain 
called y Mynyd4 du-in the Southweſt part of Brecknock ſhire, 
runs to Erecknocke, ſo through Monmouthſhire to the Towne 
of Uſc, Caerlleon and Newport, and ſo to the ſaid South ſea. 
Tywy hath its ſpring not farre from V, runs South to Llammd- 
dyfri, thence Southweſt by Llandeilo, and Dinevowr to Aber- 
gwili and Caermarddyn, and ſo by Llanſtephan to the ſea. Teivi 
riſeth in the edge of Carmarthenſhire, runs Northweſt by Em- 
lyn, Cilgerran, Cardigan, and ſo to the North ſea. In Giraldus 
Cambr. his time there were in this River (above other Rivers) 
a great number of Bevers, a kind of beaſt the Welſh called 4 
vanc;the name remaincth ſtill in Vales, but what it was very few 
can deſcribe: It is not much unlike an Otter, only it is bigger, all 
hairy ſaving the tail, which is like a fiſhes tail, broad and thick 
like a mans hand; It uſeth as well the water as the land, hath 
very ſharp teeth, and is a very ſagacious Creature: He that will 
learne more of this beaſt, let him read Girald.

The 2d Part called Pows Wenwynwyn had likewiſe 5 Can- 
treds and 12 Comots. 1. Cantreſ Tuyrnwy , which had theſe 
Comots, Mochnant uwch rayder, Mechain Iſcoed and Llanerch 
budol. 2. Cantref Ihe had theſe, Deuthwr, Gorthwy Iſaf and 
Stratmarchell, 3.

Concerning the words of the Eagle at the building of Caer Galea;

Propheſies is to be ſeen,

Alan hereupon counſelled Cadwalader to fulffll the will of 
God in going to Rome, which be did; and after de bad lived 
there eight years in the ſerbice of God he dyed in the yeare 
of Chꝛi 688, So that the U ruled this Jle, with tbe 
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out- Iles, of Wight: Mon, in Engliſh called Angleſey : Manaw, 
in Enaliſh, Man: Orkney and Ewyſt, 1137. years befoze 
Chriſt, untill the yeare of his incarnation 688. Ind thug 
ended the Kule of the Britains ober the Whole Jle. 


4 The Britains being ſore troubled with the Scots and Pits, 
and denied aid of the Romans, ſeut for the Saxons to come to de- 
fend them againſt their Enemies: who coming at the firſt a; 
friends to the Britains, /iked the country ſo well, that they became 
their mortall ene niet, and drove them out of the ſame. 

About the yeare of Chriſt. 590. Gurmundus an arch-pirate 
and Ceptaine of the Norwegians, after that he bad conquered 
Ireland, being called by the Saxons to their aid againſt Careticus 
King of the Britains, overcame the ſame Careticus in battell, and 
compelled bim and his Britains to flee beyond the rivers of Sca- 
verne and Dec to Cambria (now called Wales) and to Corn- 
wall, and ſome to Britaine Armorike, where they remaine to thi 
day, and gave Loegria (now England) to the Saxons. And al- 
beit that Cadvan, Cadwalhon, and Cadwalader were ſince 
intituled Kings of all Britaine , yet they could never afterwards 
recover the quiet poſſeſſion of the j;whole Iland. After the di- 
parture of Cadwalader ont of the Lend, the Britains were govern- 
ed within the Country of Wales or Cambria by thoſe men, whereof 
thy hi tor following doth intreat , which were commonly called 
Kings of ſuch Provinces and Countries as they poſſeſſed, untill the 
time of Owen Gwyneth, who being in the daies of King Stephen, 
and Henry the ſecend, was the firit that named himſelfe Prince of 
Wales, an1 ſo the reſt after him kepr that title and ſtile: and yet 

nevertheleſſe, they are ſometimes called Princes before hi time, and 
Kings after bim, as I have obſerved by diverſe Charters and old 
Kecord:, which ] have ſeen in the Tower of London and elſe- 
where, Howveit, this Author calleth the chieſeſt of them Kings 
till the time of the ſaid Owen,and ſince, Princes, 


q Some ſay that Cadwalader was the ſonne of Cadwallan by 
the filter of Penda King of Mercia, and that he is the ſame that 
Beda calleth young Cadv alla. 

He bearcth B. a Croſſe patet᷑ fixchee Or. Which coate of

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armes was alſo borne by his ſonne Iver, who was ſlaine by the 
Saxons, and ſucceeded by his Nephew Ive, who was Crowned 
and Annointed King, not upon the account of his being à Bri- 
tain, bat becauſe he had Saxon blood running in bis veines, 
his Father being one Renten of the Britiſh race, and his Mo- 
ther of the Saxon. This Ive Reigned 37 years, he was a wiſe 
and a provident Prince, he bare the foreanentioned Armes of 
K. Cadwalader as long as he hved,& ſo did the reſt of the Kings 
untill the time of King Edward the Firſt, ſo Nic. Upton de offic. 
militar. Humphred: Duc. Glaceſt. 

After three ycars of his Reigne he went to Rome, in the 
time of Pope Sergius about the yeare of our Lord 690, ſo Po- 
lychron. 

Cadwalaler the Bl. ſed being much weakned by a continuall 
war With the Saxons, which was attended with a great famine , 
& a raying peſtilence , is ſaid to retire wich his Nobility to Little 
Britaine, where being kindly received by Alan King of the 
Country he lived, untill news was brought to him, that 
the plague began to coole and ceaſe; then having obtained aid 
of his Couſin Alan for the recovering of his Kingdome he pre- 
pareth for his returne, But one night,as he lay a bed, an An- 
ell appearing to him, and telling him, that it was Gods will 
e ſhould goe to Rome, and there ſpend the reſt of his dayes in 
the ſervice of God, and that it was declared that neither he nor 
his poſterity ſhould have the chicfe rule of Britaine, untill the 
time that his bones were brought back from Rome to Britaine, 
made him alter his reſolution, and goe to Rome A. D. 680, 
where after he had lived eight years he dyed 688 or 689 in 
Pope Sergius his time, as Galfr. Mon: 3 Cadwalader being 
much diſmayed and perplexed at the Viſion, Queſwit cauſam 
tanti maligni in Regno ſuo, as is recorded in an old Bugk , Cui 
Angelys reſpondens dixit, Negligentia Prelatorum, rapina poten- 
tum, cupiditas Fudicum, deteſtanda luxuria, rabies perjurorum, 
& inordinatus Cultus veſtimentorum. 

There are ſome Authors ſay, that the time of the great pe- 
ſtilence and mortality, and conſequently of Cadwaladers going 
to Rome was before the yeare 680. Beda ſaith, the peſtilence 
happened A. D. 664. Nennivs or whoever is the Author of 
the Tract beginning thus, oder genuit Beldoc &c, (who by

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Leland,Bale & 8. Simon Dewes is ſaid to lite in the declining age 
of the Britiſh Empire, that i in the time of Cadwallan and Cad- 
walader Kings of Britaine, and Penda King of Mercia) averreth 
that the mortality aforeſaid hapenned in the Reigne of Oſwi 
King of Northumberland, and of Cadwaleder King of the Bri- 
tains, Oſwi began his Reigne A, D. 643. and dyed 670, ſo 
that the year wherein, as Beda faith, the plague began, was a- 
bout the 22 or 23 yearc of Oſwis Reigne , at what time alſo 
Cadwalader ruled the Britains, For farther confirmation, 
there is an old Britiſhù Chronology written on parchment 400 
years agoe, which ſaith that from the battell of Caerlegion or 
Weſtchejter fought A. D. 603 (between Ethelfred King of 
Nerthumberland Generall of the Engliſh and Brochwel Tſgythroc 
Leader of the Britains) to Cadwaladers going to Rome is 62 
years, which 62 years added to .603 will make 665, the time 
about which the Peſtilence, as Beda and the reft ſay, reged in 
Britaine. Ieffrey of Monmouth who ſaith that Cadwalader dyed 
in Pope Sergius his time on the 12 of the calends of May, ſeems 
to miſtake Cadwalader for Cadwalla King of the Weſt-Saxon, 
who went to Rome 688, being the 3d year of the Reigne of 
Alfred King of Northumberland as Beda in the 7 and 8 Chap» 
ters of the 5 book of his Eccleſiaſticall Hiſtory, and alſo S. Hen. 
Savil doe affirme ; npon Faſter day — this Cadwallz 
was Baptized and dyed the 12 of the Calends of May 689 , bur 
in our old Britiſþ Calendars we find the 12 day of November to 
be conſecrated to the memory of K. Cadwalader, which is to be 
reckoned the day of his death, or ſecond Birth; Caradoc (our 
Author) as well as Jeffrey is miſtaken in the time of Cadwala- 
ders going to Rome, and probably upon the ſame grounds. 

In the old-MS.text we read that after Cadwalader, Ivor ſonne 
of Alan King of Little Britain ruled 48 years & then dyed. And 
after him Kodri Molwynoc, but no yeare put downe; the Tranſ- 
lators (it ſeems) found in ſome Copies that Rodri began his 
Reigne A. D. 720: take 48 out of 720 there will remaine 672 
which muſt be the yeare of our Lord, that Ivor came into Bri- 
taine, by that account, that 4 $ years before Cadwalader went 
out of Britaine, which is not probable, ſo that we may conclude 
the account of time Jro and Caradoc give us as to this patti- 
cular very uncertaine. Adde the three years Cedwalader — 
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in Litle Britain to 665 which out of Ninniu, Beda cc. is proved 
to be the yeare of Cadwaladers going for Rome, his going thi- 
ther may be ſaid to fall A. D. 668, unto which adde the 48 

cars of Ivors Reigne, the whole will be 716, wherein Ivor may 
be ſuppoſed to dye, being bur foure years ſhort of the yeare 
720, which the Tranſlators aſſigne for the beginning of Rodri 
Molwynocs Reigne; the reaſon inducing the Tranſlators to aſſigne 
that yeare (peradventure ) might be this, viz. that Iv King of 
the Veſt- Saxon whom they confound with Ivor, went to Rome 
in the ſame yeare. 

King Cadwalader was a Benefafor to the Abbey of Clynnoc 
Vawr in Arvou, as may be ſeen in the Extent of North-wales, 
which is inthe keeping of the Avditor, and in the 2d volume 
of Mona/ticon Anglicanum publiſhed by M. Dugdale , to whom 
1 ſent the following account of the endowing ot the ſaid Abbey 
as it was taken out of the ſaid Extent,

St Beuno, to whom the Abbey of Clynoc was dedicated, was 
the Sonne of Hywgi ap Gwynlliw ap Glywis ap Tegid ap Cadell 
a Prince or Lord of Glewiſig , Brothers ſonne to S. Cadoc ap 
Gwynlliw lometime Biſhop of Beneventum in Italy; He was by 
the Mothers fide Couſin German to Laudatus the firſt Abbot 
of Enlli (in Engliſh Bardſey) and to Kentigern Biſhop of Glaſco 
in Scotland, and of Llanelwey in Wales. The ſaid Centigerns fa- 
ther was Owen Regent of Scotland and ſonne of Urien King of 
Cumbria. Beyno having raiſed to life, as the tradition goes, 
S. Wenifry4 7 who was beheaded by one Caradoc a Lord in 
North-wales becauſe (hee would not yeeld to his unchaſt deſires) 
was greatly reſpected by King Cadvan, who gave him Lands, 
whereon to build a Monaſtery, Cadwallon Cadvans ſonne alſo 
gave him lands called Gyareddoc, where beginning to — 8 
Churc 
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Church, a woman came to him with a Child in her armes, 
who told him the (aid Lands were the Inheritance of the faid 
Child: this did trouble Beuno exceedingly, inſomuch that hee 
and the ſaid woman along with him went in all haſt to Caer 
Seiont (called by the Romans Segontium, now Carnarvon ) to 
K.*Cadwallon , who then kept his Court there, When he 
came before the King, he told him with a great deale of zeale, 
he had not done well to devote to Gods (ſervice another mans 
inheritance, and demanded of him back againe the golden 
Scepter he had given him as a conſideration for the ſaid Lande, 
which the King refuſing to reſtore was without more adoe 
excommunicated by him; Beuno after he had pronounced his 
ſentence againſt him went his waics , but Gwyddeint a cou- 
ſen german of the King's having heard of it followed after 
him, and overtaking him gave him (for the good of his own 
ſoule and the King's) the Towneſhip of Clynnoc vawr, which 
was his undoubted inheritance : there Benno built a Church a- 


bout the yeare of our Lord 616 about what time Cadvan dyed A.D. 616, 


leaving his ſonne Cadwallon to ſucceed him. Some lay Beuns 
recovered S. Wenifryd to liſe in the yeare 644, but that a- 
greeth not with the truth of Hiftory, Not long before this 
time Eneon Bhrenin, or Anianus Rex Scotorum, a Prince in 
the North of Brytaine leaving his Royalty came to LH in Gwy+ 
eth, where he built a Church, which is at this day called (from 
him) Llan Eingan Bbrenin; It is (aid that there, in the ſervice 
of his God, he ſpent the remainder of his daies ; K. Eneon was 
the ſonne of Owen Damvyn, the ſonne of Encon Trth, the ſonne 
of Cunedha M ledig King of Cambria , and a great Prince inthe 
North. He was couſen german to Maelgwn Gwyneth King of 
Eritaine, whoſe Father was Caſwallon Law-bir , brother to 
Owen Dany. The ſayd Maelgon dyed about the yeare of our 
Lord 586. Medif daughter to Voylda ap Talu traws of Nan« 
conwey was Maelgons mother. 
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Fter that Cadwalader bad taken bis journey to- 

wards Rome, as befoze is declared, leabing his 

Sonne named Edwal;Twrch, that is to ſay, Ed- 

wal the Roc and bis people with his Couſen 

Alan, Alan taking courage to him, and not de- 
pairing of the conqueſt of Britaine , manned his ſhips as 
well with a great number of bis own people, as with 
thoſe which Cadwalader had hzought with him, and appoint- 
ed Ivor his ſonne, and Ynyr his nephew to be the leaders and 
Chiefetains of the ſame, who ſailing over the narrow ſeas, 
landed in the Weſt parts of Britaine; of whoſe arrivall when 
the Saxons mere certified, they gathered a great army, and 
gabe Ivor battell, wherein they were put to flight, and loſt a 
great number of their People: and lvor wan the Countries 
of Cornewall, Devon-ſhirc, and Somerſer-{hire, which be peo- 
pled with Britaines, 

Whereupon Kentwinus Ring of Weſtſex gathered a great 
number of Saxons and Angles together, and came againſt the 
Britaines , which were ready to abide the battell: and when 
both Armies came in ght one of another, they were not be- 
ry deſirous to fight , but fell to a compoſition and agreement, 
that Ivor ſhould rake Ethelburga to wife, which was couſen 
to Kentwyn, and quietly enjoy all that be bad, during the 
reigne of Ivor, 

This lvor is be whom the Engliſh Chzonicles doe call Ivc 
02 le King of the Weſt Saxons, that reigned after Cedwall, 
and they ſap that he was a Saxon, foꝛ Kentwyn reigned bnt 
five years after lvors coming to England, and after him, bis 


nephew Cedwall, who after he had reigned ober the Weſt 
Saxons 
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Saxons two pears went to Rome, leaving his Kingdome to 
Ive bis couſen: This lve oz Ivor (whom the Britains call 
the ſonne of Alan, and the Saxons the ſonne of Kenred ) be- 
ing King of tbe Saxons and Britains which inbabited the Weſt 
parts of England, after many victories atchiebed againſt the 
Kings of, Kent, Southſex, and Mercia, left bis Kingdome to 
Adelred,02 (as ſome call bim) Adclerdus,bis c ouſen, and took 
his journey to Rome, where he made a Godly end, about the 
yeare of our Lo2d 720. 


4 Of Cadwalader, Cedwall, and Ivor, there be diverſe opini- 
niom. Some hold, that Cadwalader aud Cedwall are the ſelſe- 
ſame man; and that the Saxon writers call him Cedwall whom 
the Britains doe name Cadwalader; who (as the Brytiſh Chroxi- 
cles do affirme) after hi foreſaid viſion, did reſigne all bis right, 
title and intereſt in Great Brytaine, to the ſaid Alan King of 
Brytainc Armorike, deſpairing that either be or his ſhould ever 
have any thing to do there, ſo leaving his ſonne Edwal Pwrch 
and his people to the ordering of bis couſen Alan be went to Rome. 
But this opinion ſeemeth to vary from the aſſertion of Bernardus 
Guidonius. But certainly in my opinion it is more ; that 
that ths Cedwall was Edwal the ſoune of Cadwalader, for the 
aame Edoal, which in the ancient Brytiſh copy is written Etoal, 
may well agree with that which Guidonius writeth ; and an eaſy 
matter it were eſpecially in proper names for the C. capital! to 
creep in, which is almoſt all one with that charafter which the 
Lawyers 4 call à paragraph, and is uſed commonly in all old 
Text hands at the beginning of periods or ſectiom. Of this mat- 
ter thus writeth Guidonius, In ſuo pontificali Catalogo, ſub Ser- 
gio primo,

At the ſame time Ethoal King of the Brytains, when he had by 
the ſpacc of ten years warred with diverſe Kings , and often put 
them to the worſe , at length coming to an agreement with the, 
he reigned over the Weſt Saxons two years : then perceiving Bry- 
taine 10 be overworne with miſeries , aud preferring the heaven! 
Kingdome before the earthly,be came to Rome, and within few days 
dyed : and in him ended wholly that ancient Kingdome of the 
Brytains , which continued in a manner longer then any other, fron 
Heli the prieſt to this time, by the ſpace of 1825, jeaxes. 

Further, it is not like that Juor coming to the aid of Edwal 
bis couſes would euer ſeeke the kingdome to himſelfe and defeate 
the right beive: but very well it may be, if this luor be that man 
whom the Saxon writers call Inas or lue, that after theſe Brytaines 
had arriued inthe ſouth part of this realme, and fought diners 
times with the Saxon kings, and continued in Cornewall, Deuon- 
ſhire, and Somerſetſhire by the ſpace of two yeares , they ſhould 
meet Centwyn in the field and ſo fall to an agreement, that 
Juor taking Ethelburga the 'conſen of Centwyn to wife 
ſhauld enjoy the kingdome of the Welt Saxons after Centwyn, aud 
that therevpon Edwal reſigning his title ant interet to luor 
departed to Rome, and ſo died: as Guidoniusſaith, 

All this notwith tanding, it ſeemeth by the report of other writers 
of very good account, that Inas or lu: king of the Weſt Saxons 
roi lawes are extant in print, ſet out by maſter William 
Lambard Eſquier , a worthy ſearcher and preſeruer of the anti- 
guities of this land) was not a Brytaine, but a Saxon, who had 
warre again t the Brytaines divers times, and vanquiſhed them. 

Matthi Weſt, reporteth that Inas or Jue fought with Gerent 
K ing, of the Brytaines, 

I baue an ancient book written (as lohn Leland thinketh ) by 
ſohn Caſtoreus or Bever, ſometimes Monke of Weſtminſter , who 
lived inthe time of Edward the third, which reporteth the Hiſtory 
Inas in thy ſort. 

About the yeare of Grace 689. Ivor and Henyr ſonnes of the 
Daughter of Cadwalader ſometime King of Brytaine, came aver 
from Ireland, and taking to their aid the two Kings of Wales de 

ſireyed the Province of Cheſter, and ſent meſſengers to the Saxon 
: Kings

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Kings, commanding them to reſtore agai ne to the Brytains the 
Country of Lhoyger , out of which they bad wrongfully expelled The requeſt 
their Parents and Anceſtors : adding that if they would not do 2 9 
ſo within fifteen daien they ſhould be ſure not to enjoy it longer. Thi —— 
meſſage Inas the Noble King of Weſtſex ſignified to al! 
the other Saxon Kings, who ſoon met together in Mount Camden, 
ro whom Sibertus King of Efſex ſpake thus: 
Deare friends and companions, let us weigh and conſider not on The oration 
Y what we are our ſelves, but alſo what our enemies are which come - —_ (© 
again t us: they are the very Britains, whoſe Fathers an Ance- rar Kings 
ftors our Fathers have bereft of their inheritance, and expelled out , 
of their own land, aud now they jutly come again't us toclaime 
that which our Auce lors bz violence have taken from theirs. Let 
us therefore like other Nations chooſe unto w Head; to lead, di- 
rect, and governe , Whim , a; chief Lord iu time of Peace and 
IWarre, wen Members may obey and tick, to, ſitb withont a Head 
there is no victory to be locked for. Have not the Brytains after 
two years of their diſperſion ſet upon the ancient Saxons ( a more 
valiant people than we are) fifteen times within jeaven years? Did 
they not ſpoile their Kingdomes , kill their people, and leave ſuch 
as remained alive ſere wounded and maimed at their departure? 
The ret of the Saxon Kings agreed to his mind, and with one 
aſſent choſe that worthy Knight Ina King of Weſtſex to be their 
Soveraigne, Who having taken their Homage, advanced bis Stan- 
dard, and marching forward again Ivor and Henyr ſet upon 
them, ſo that they were faine to forſake their Tents, and flye into 
Walcs, 
Thus Inas baving obtained the victory with the ot her Saxon 
Kings ( ſaving Sibertus who by reaſon of bs age and impotency 
had goue home before) returned to Southampton, where his Couſen 
Adelard informed him that Ivor and Henyr had gathered aud le- 
vied a priſſant Army afreſh to ſet upon the Saxons : whereupon 
Inas foreſlowed not the matter, but went again them, and layd 
ſiege to the Caſtle of Snowdon, compelling the Brytains to flye to 
their ſhips, and while he was at Bangor with the other Saxon 
Kings, and the Nobles of Wales be kept the feaſt of S. David, and 
then diſmiſſed the other Kings home to their Country , untill hee 
ſpould bare occaſion for them again: and departed bimſelfe with 
Adelard hi couſen to Queen Ethelburga being then at Manchefter 
and continued there almoſt three months, In, 
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In the mean while Adelard minding to travel! about all 
Wales wet three ſpies, of whom (being by him taken and exami- 
ned) he learned that Ivor and Henyr were returning againe 
with a huge ſtrong Army, ſuch as all the Saxon Kings would 
not be able to reſit. Then went he and ſhewed Inas what 
he had heard: wherefore Inas forthwith certified the other 
Saxon Kings of the ſame, commanding them without delay to be 
ready at Cheſter with Horſe and Armour to go againſt their ene- 
mies, and to defend their Country from violence. They accor- 
dingly met at Cheſter , and following the Kings Standard gave 
the Brytains hattell, and put them to Hebe Howbeit, the Britains 
eftſoones invaded England, into which they made ſeaven inrodes in 
two years, deſtroying Townes and Villages whereſoever they came , 
and never returning without rich booties ; Inas after this vidtory 
returned home, and raigned over the Weſt Saxons 36 years, 
and then bequeath d his Kingdome to his couſen Adelard. Thus 
much out of Caſtorcus.

4 Joſeph of Arimathea being ſent by Philip the Apoſtle, as 
Gildas reporteib, came into this Iland in the daies of Arviragus

Sr Fobn Pryſe Kt thinketh that Tayy the couſen of Ivor is the 
ſame that the Saxon writers call Ine or Ina, who was King of 
the Vet Saxons, and went after to Rome, as is here ſet downe, 
but Jobn Harding doth write plainly and diſtinctly of them 
both, Ihr a Briton, and Tus a Saxon, 

About this time was ſolemnized a Marriage in North IW ales 
between the ſonne and heire of the King of Man and Neſt the 
daughter of Cadell the ſonne of Brochwel Tſcythroc ap Eliſe ap 
Cynllaw ap Eli of the race of K. Gorthyry, Prince Mervyn 
Bhrych was the ſonne of the ſaid Prince of Man by the ſore- 
ſaid Neſt.

In which diviſion the elder ſonne had the 
better ſhare,but the younger had alwaies the ancient ſeate and man- 
ſion houſe, And this cuſtome did not only in time weaken their

Brochwel Tſcythroc was a great friend and fayourer of the 
Monkes of Bangor, whoſe part he took againſt the Saxons that 
were ſet on by Auguftin the Monke to perſecute them with 
fire and ſword, becauſe they would not forſake the cuſtomes of 
their own Church, and conforme to thoſe of Rome; ſome (ay 
he fonght againſt Etbelred A. D. 607, in which yeare there were 
{]aine about 1200 of the ſaid Monkes by the Inftigation of that 
blondy Apoſtle Auſtin; Tantum Religio potnit ſuadere malo- 
rum? Thus the Roman Religion (not the Chriſtian) was firſt 
planted with bloud in this Iſland, Auguſtin did ſet out from 
Rome about 588, arrived in Brytais 596, A. D. 603 he held a 
Synod iu the borders of Wales at Auguſtines Oake or Worceſter, 
to which there came the ſcaven Biſhops that were under the ju» 
riſdiction of the Arch-Biſhop of Menevia, |

Of Bangor Monachorum or Bangor Iſcoed. 

Bangor Monachorum ( ſo called from the famous Monaſtery 
that was in it) ſyes ſituate in Maelor or Bromfield not farre from 
C aerlleon or We icheſter. Both Towne and Monaſtery have ſo ſelt 
the injuries of time, that at this day there are hardly any ruins 
of them remaining; there is now only to be ſeen a (mall Village 
of the name, but no footſteps of the old City, fave the rubbiſh 
of the two principall gates, Porth Cle and Porth Wogan , the 
former looking towards England, the later towards Wales, 
they are about a mile diſtant the one from the other, ſo that it 
is eaſy to con jecture how large the City might be; It lay be- 
tween thoſe two Gates, the river Dee running through the 
middle of it; The old Britiſh Triades tell us that in the time of 
the Britiſhù Kings there were in the Monaſtery of Bangor 2400 
Monkes , who in their turnes(that is, a hundred every houre of 
the 24) continually (Night and Day) read prayers and ſung 
Plalmes, ſo that the ſervice of God went on there till without 
intermiſſion. 

Offa King of Mercia, and Meredith King of Dyvet dyed in the 
battell fought at Ruthlan 794. 796 the Saxons killed Cara- 
Aawc King, of Northw ales. This Caradawc could not be the 
ſonne of Gwyn — , for Gwyn ap Collwyn lived 200 years 
and above 2 this time, nor yet Caradawg ap Alurg King of 
Pennarddalawg ( now Hawarden) who in the time of King 
Cadvan( 200 years — was {laine by Owen Penyverw the 
ſonne of Tyvid in revenge of the wrong he had done to his ſiſter 
St IVenifryd ; But he may very well be Caradoc Earle of Here- 
ford the only one of that name that I r:ad of living in thoſe 
times; this Caradoc deſcended from Coeliog Myngrudd of the 
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North of Brytain was fain to leave his Conntry, Ethelbald King 
of Mercia having deſpoyled him of his eſtate in the yeare of our 
Lord 760. Probably Roderic or his ſonne Conan gave him 
Lands in Northwales for his ſupport, which might be an occa- 
ſion why he ſhould be called King of Gwyneth. He might well 
be that Caradoc, that 28 years after the battell of Hereford was 
{lane by the derciew) being much enraged for the death of 
their King Offa. This Caradawr? Lluddocca ap Caradawe 
had one daughter called Rhieingar —— to Tuder Trevor 
of Bromfield , who was in her right Earle of Hereford, and is 
reckoned to be the Tribe of the Marches. 

In one copy of the old Text we read thus, A.D. 760 there 
was a battell fought betweene the Brytains and Saxons called 
Gweith Henfordd. Dyfmwal the ſonne of Tewdwr dyed the 
ſame yeare. 768 the Brytains were fain to change the time of 
their ancient obſervation of Eaſter , and Elbodius a ſervant of 
God was the Author of the change.

All theſe were bzought under ſubjection by Egbert King of 
the Weft Saxons: and this Realm was called England the pear 
after the coming of Brutus to this Jle 1968 after the 
coming of Hengiſt 383, and after the departure of Cadwala- 
der 149 years. Which name altbough it bath continued to 
this day, foꝛ the ſpace of 755 years, pet was it not berp lucky 
to the Saxons : Foz eben upon this change of name, and u⸗ 
nion of the Kingdomes, followed the cruell invaſion of the 
Danes ; and after that, tbe conqueſt of the Normans, of whom 
the Kings of this time are deſcended. But to returne again 
to my matter. The year 933 the Danes in great companies 
landed in divers places of this Realm, and fought diberſe 
Battles with kgbert, wherein ſometime they and ſometimes 
be had the hetter. Afrerward in the yeare 836 they landed 
in Weſt Wales, and paſſing through Wales to England (with 
the acceſſion of many Welthmen which joyned with them a- 
gainſt Egbert) fought him, but he overthrew them all at Hen- 
geſtdownr, and dyed the year following. 

&$ Thu Egbert King of England wan the City of Cacrlheon ar 
Dhowrdwy or Cheſter (the chiefe City of Venedotia, ) out of the

He cauſed alſo ( ſome writers doe affirme ) the 
brazen 
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brazen image of Cadwalhon King of Brytaine, to be thrown down Matth. Weft. 
and defaced, commanding that no man upon paine of Death, ſhould Chron. Mi. 
ſet up any ſuch againe, and that this Land ſhould be called no more, 
Brytain but England, axd the people Engliſhmen. He alſo 
made proclamation (by the intigation of Redburga b wife , who 
bare an implacable malice towards the Brytains ) that no Bryrain 1. Caſt. 
ſhould remaine within the confines of England, comman1ing that 
all and ſingular which were of the Brytiſh bloud ſhould within fix 
moneths with their Wives aul Children remove out of bis King- 
dome, upon paine of loſing their Heads. 

After the death of Egbert, bis ſonne Ethclwulph reigned, 
who gave bis daugbter in marriage to Berthred King of Mer- 
cia and tributary to him. Ye bad great warres, and much a- 
doe with the Danes, oho with fire g ſwozd deſtroyed the coaſts 
of England. The yeare 841 dyed 1dwalhon a Noble man of $4 1 
Wales, And two pears after was tbe battell of Kettell betwixt 
Burchred King of Mercia and the Brytains, wherein (as ſome 
wꝛi te) Mervyn Bhrych King of the Brytains was flain, leaving 
behind him a ſon called Rodri Mar, that is to ſap Roderike 
the Great. 

q * Bhrych King of Man was the ſonne of Gwyryat 
and Neſt the daughter of Cadel! ap Brochwel ap Eliſe King of 
Powis. The ſaid Gwyryad was the ſonne of Elidir, whoſe mo- 
ther was Celeinion daughter of Anarawd Gallgrym ap Mervyn 
Mawr ap Cynvyn,&c. in a direct line to Maximus the Emperour. 
Elidirs Father was Sandef ap Alcwn ap Tegit ap Gwayr ap 
Diwg ap Llowarch hin a Noble man of King Artbur Court li- 
neally deſcended from Coel Godebog. 

How:l the Brother of Conan Tindaethwy in his diſtreſſe fled 
to Mervyn Bhrych, by whom he was kindly entertained. To 
gratify his Noble Landlord, Howell uſed ſuch meanes afterwards 
that Mervyn married EH the daughter and heire of his bro- 
ther Conan, Howel, after he had about five years enjoyed the 
Iſle of Man with other Iflands and Lands in the North given him 
by Mervyn to hold under him, dyed A.D. 825. Aſter his death 
the premiſes reverted to Mervyn, who with his Anceſtors had 
always held the ſame under the Kings of the Brytains. 

A. D. 831 dyed Saturbin Biſhop of Menevia. Burchred was

as had not been inter-mingled with other Nations , and that 
bad eber among them-fuch as from time to time did pꝛofeſſe 
that Art, and commit to wꝛiting the Pꝛogeny, the names of 
the Mutes and Thildzen of all that were of any eſtimation in 
the Country. In theſe two things, Wales ever ſurpaſſed all 
other Countries, habing not mingled with any other Natt- 
ons, untill of late pears with the Engliſh, andalſo babing 
thoſe that pzofefſed the art of Genealogy; who although-they

The ltalians, befoze they mingled with the Vandale, Gothe, 
and Lombards, could bzing their Genealogies to Acncas. The 
Spaniards to Heſperus, befoze the Goths and Moores oberran 
their land, The Saxons to Woden, befoze they minaled with 
the Danes and Normans, Pea the Frenchmen and Turks re- 
joyce at this day, to bzing tbemtelves to the Thracians, and 
fo the Germans to the childꝛen of Gwyſton : and it is poſsi- 
ble they map do it, becauſe the babe not bin mingled noz 
oberrun with any other Nation. There are few Nations 
in the leaſt civilized, but are taken with tbis innocent ſtudp 
as well as the Brytains. The Grecians honoured the memory 
of Beroſus with a Copper Statue, which they ſet up foz bim 
in Athens, foꝛ bis pains in tranſmitting to poſterity the Be- 
ginnings and Pedegrees of Nations. Men are not to be blamed 
foz deligbting in this kind of ÞPiſtozy, but rather foz not 
making a right uſe of it, by imitating the bertues, and ſhun- 
ning the Wices of tbeir Ancettozs.

At this time the Danes deſtroyed the Towne of Alclyd, 
ron, wan alto London and Reding, and all the inland Country 
and Kingdome of Mercia. And one King oꝛ Leader of them 
took the Country of Northumberland, who with bis people 
did much annoy the Picts. Likewiſe the year following thzee 
Kings of the Danes went from Cambridge to Warham in 
Dorſerſhire, and Alfred would habe giben them battell, but 
the Danes defiring peace fozſtvare England, which they bad 
never done befoze , and the ſame night their hozſemen took 
their journey toward Exceſter, and their tootmen tohich went 
to Sea were all dzowned at Sandwich. Muhen the Danes had

In the year 876 the Engliſhmen entred Angle - 
ſey, fought with the Welch a ſoze bloudy battell , and in the 
year following flue Roderike King oꝛ Pꝛince of Wales, and 
Gwyriad his Bother, o2 (as ſome ſay) bis tonne. This 
Roderike had hy bis Wife Enghirad the daughter of — 
the tonne of Dyfnwal oz Dunwal the ſonne of Arthen ap Sit- 
ſyiht ſeverall ſonnes, as Anarawd his eldeſt, to whom be 
gabe Aberfraw with Northwales ; Cadelh the fecond, who 
bad giben him Dinevowe with Southwales, and took alſo by 
fozce Mathraval and Powys land after the death of Mervyn the 
rhird ſonne, to whom their Father Rodri had given the 
ſame. 

Roderick the Great is eſteemed by all writers to be the un- 


doubted owner and poſſeſſor of all Wales. Venedotia or North- 


wales deſcended unto him f, om bis mother Eſylht, the daughter 
and ſole beir of Conan Tindaethwy. Demetia or Southwales 
(as ſome do affirm) deſcended to bim by bis wife the daughter aud 
beir of Meyric ap — ap Arthen ap Sliſylht king of Caer- 
digan : her bretbren (who are thought to be illegitimate) bolding of 
ber husband. Powys he bad by Neſt, the Siſter and Heir of Con- 
gen ap Cadelh king of Powis, bis fathers mother. Theſe three 
Dominions he appointed under their meares and bounds, with a 
Princely houſe in each of them; theſe he named Y tir Talacth, 
and left t bem unto three of bis ſons, Anarawd, Cad:lh, and Mer- 
vyn, who were called Y tri Twyſoc Talacthioc, that is,The three 
Crowned Princes, becauſe each of them did wur up:n bis Bonet 
or Helmet 4 Coronet of Gold, being 4 broad lace or headband 
indented upwards, — and wrought with precious ftones, which in 
the Brytiſh or Wellh ſpeech is called Talacth, aud Nurſes do to 
this day name that broad headband wherewith a childs head is 
bound uppermoſt, other linen being under it, Talacth. Abertiraw 
was the Chict Houſe of the Prince of Gwyneth, whoſe Dominion 
was therefore called Talacth Aberffraw : Dincvowr the princi- 
— bouſe of Dehevbarth, whereof that part is named Talacth 


incvowr ; and in lilę manner T alacth Mathraval, was ſo called gjra!d:Camb:

Roderic had alſo other ſons, Rodrick, Meyric, Edwal oz 
Tudwal, Gwyriad and Gathelic, of whom moze in the folſow-

Roderic the Great is ſaid to have corrected ſome of the old 
Brytiſh Laws, and to have appointed new. 

He ordained that his eldeſt fon ſhould have the Crown or Co- 
ronet of Aberffraw, with the fifteen Cantreds thereunto belong- 
ing; that his Second ſhould have the Crown or Coronet of 
Dinevowr or Cardigan, with its hfteen Cantreds, extending from 
the mouth of the river Dovi, to the mouth of Severne ; and 
that his Third ſhould have the Crown or Coronet of Mathraval 
with the fifteen Cantreds of Powis, from the mouth of the river 
Dee to the Bridge over Severne at Glouceſter. N 

He ordained alſo that his eldeſt Son and his Succeſſors, 
ſhould continue the payment of the ancient Tribute to the 
Crown of London, and that the other two, their Heirs and Suc- 
ceſſort, ſhould acknowledge his Sovercignety, and pay the like 
tribute to him and his Succeſſors, and that upon the invaſion of 
Strangers, they ſhould ſend him aid, and that he ſhould alſo 
be ready to — them, when there ſhould be need. 

Morcover he ordained that when any difference ſhould ariſe 
between the Princes of Aberffram and Cardigan, the three 
Princes ſhould meet at Bylch y Paul, and after hearing of coun- 
ſel on both ſides, the Prince of Fowis ſhould be Umpire be- 
tween them, 

And iſ the difference were between the Kings of Aberffraw 
and Pows, that they ſhould likewiſe all three meet at Dil rhia- 
nedd (perchance Morva rhianed on the bank of the river Dee) 
where the King of Cardigan was to end the controvetſie.

And if there ſhould be difference between the Kings of Peri 
and Cardigan, the Meeting (ſhould be at LH wen upon the river 
V, and the King of Aberffraw to decide it. 

Allo he ordained that all Strgng-holds, Caſtles, and Citadels, 
ſhould be fortified and kept in repair ; that the Churches and 
Chappels ſhould be re- edified and adorned, and that in all Ages 
the Hiſtory of Brytain(being faithfully Regiſtred) hould be kept 
therein. This I gathered out of a MS. of Roger Lloyds of Penire 
Aron, a Shropſhire Gentleman, which he copied out of an old 
Book of his Neighbours Thomas Powel of Parke Eſq;, Some of 
theſcOrdinances are to be ſeen alſo in an old Chard of thePrin- 
ces of Powis beginning, Cadwaladrw ultimus Rex Britonum Kc. 
now in the keeping of Sir Percy Herbert Lord Powis; DoRtor 
Powel cites the fayd MS, in his Latine Hiftory; It is ſuppoſed to 
be written by Thomas Maelor, 


In the beginning of the forementioned King Alfreds Reign, 
there were Brytains that inhabited ſome parts of Scotland, as 
Alclud Caltlenow called Danhritton)and the Country between 
the Towne of Sterling and the Sea. Conſſ ant iu and his Brother 
Hebertus were their Kings. C aeralclud the Royall Seat of the 
Northern Brytains was deſtroyed by the Danes A. D. 870, at 
what time (according to Hump. Lloyd) thoſe Britains being by 
reaſon of the oppreſſion of the Danes forced to ſeek out new 
habitations came into Northwales. Florent. Wigorn, Ethelward, 
Aſſer and other Hiftorians averre the ſame. 


In King Alfreds time it was thus recorded touching the Weſt 
Saxon Kingdom, In ioto Regno Occidentali non erat qui potuit 
docere Grammaticam, ex conſilio Neoti Scbol e publice aperiuntur 
Oxonii, at DoQrina viguit apud Caerleon.

Wales in the pear of Chziſt $77. In bis time Rollo 877 


with bis Normans came to France, and conquered the 
Country of Neuſtria, which (from the Normans)is 
called Normandy to this dap. At that time the Danes that 
bad fled to Exceſter, habing bzoken the Truce,unto which they 
were ſwozn,were ſo purſued by Alfred, that they were glad Matth.Weft. 
to give him Pledges foz the perfozmance of the Articles agreed 
upon between bim ond them; but the year following they 
wan all the land on the Nozth ſide of Thames, which they 
held, and after they paſſed the Kiber to Chipenham in Weſt- 
ſex, and the Engliſhmen fled befoze them, pet Alfred fougbt 
with a number of them, flew their Prince, and wan tbeir 
Standard, which they called Raven. After that he overthrew 
them at Edendowne, where, after they bad given him Pledges. »arth. Weſt. 
their Captain Godrun, ali Gurmond received the Criſtian 1 C ft. 
Faith, and then reigned in Faſt Angle. The year 878. died 878 
Acdan the fon of Melht, a Novle man of Wales: and the ſe- T % boni. 
cond year following there was a great battel fought hy the e— 
Danes, and the Engliſhmen of Mercia, againſt the Welchmen 
near the Kiver Conwy, where the Wellhmen bad the victo2y; 
and this barrel was called, The Revenge of Rodericks death. Dial Rodri, 
After that about the year 882. the Danes that lay at Fullen- 88 2. 
ham hy London, paſſed the Sea to France, and marching along 
the River Scyn, ſpoiled the Country about Paris, and ober- , Dune 
thꝛew the Frenchmen in hattel ; but they were afterward all ;/ zune.

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got London, and chaſed away the Danes that beſieged R oche- 
ſter, hut at the ſame time he loſt a great number of ſhips, 
tohich the Danes took and ſunk at Sturmutham. Jn tte year 
889. Submon Cubin the greateſt Clerk in Scotland died. 
And the year following the Black Nation (fo2 ſo the Brytiſh 
Boon calleth the Dane: and Normans) came to Northwalcs, 
and did much hurt. Mere I think it convenient to ler the 
Reader underſtand from whence ſuch a wonderful number of 
Danes and Normans came. The Kingdom of Denmark had 
under it, not only Denmark, which is but a ſmall country di- 
bided by the ſea into Illes and half Illes, as that which ad- 
jopneth to Saxon and *Holſake,and runneth like an arme of 
the Sea, called Cymbrica Cherſoneſus, and the Iſle of Sealand 
and Funen, with a piece of the main land adjoyning to Sweth- 
land; but alto Norway and the great country of Suctia oz 
Swethland, which reacheth to Moſcovia, and almoſt to the 
North Pole. This Country being ſcarce known to the wozld 
at that time, poured out of it (like the Trojan hozſe) divers 
people, that at ſundzy times oberran and ſpoiled all Europe 


with a great part of Africa, like a ſuddain hideous ſtorm, fil- 


ting every Country whereunto they came. From thence came 
the Goths, who oberran Germany, France, Spain, Afrike and 
Italy. From thence came the Vandals of no leſs wozthineſs. 
From thence came the Lombarde, the Alans, the Switzers, the 
Burgundians, the Danes, and the Normans, who came from 
Norway and the ſea ſhoze of Eaftland by Pruſſia, from whence 
the Vandals came. Me that is deſtrous to underſtand the 
marvellous hiſtozy of Swethenland, let him read the wozks 
of Olaus Gothus , and Joannes Magnus, And from theſe 
Countries (as J declared befoze-) came the people called the 
Danes, and not from Denmarke only, The yeare 890 there 
came from theſe Countries 250 ſailes, which landed at Ly- 
mene in Kent, hard by the great wood called Andreſlege, and 
built a Caſtle at Auldre oz Apledor, as ſome books habe it. 
The ſame time alſo came Haſting with 80 ſailes to Thames 
mouth, and built a Caſtle at Middleton, and cu oe to Alfred, 
that he would never annoy him oz his Subjects moꝛe: hut 
ſboztly after be built a Caſtle at Bcamflecte, and invaded the 
Country about him.

Haſting it is written, that | ying ſiege to the City of Limogis in 
France, and deſpairing of the ſpeedy gaining of the ſame, he de- 
viſed this trick to get it. He fained bimſelf dangerouſly ſick, and 
ſending to the Biſhop and the Conſull of the city , deſired them 
molt in/tantly,he might be admitted to the Chriſtian Faith, and be 
Baptized before bis death.The Biſhop and the Conſul ( ſuſpetting 
no guile) were very glad not only to be delivered from the preſent 
di treſſe, but alſo to gain ſo great a perſon to the Chriſtian Keligi- 
on Whereupon a firm Peace being made between both Nations, 
Haſting i Baptized, the Biſhop and the Conſul being his God- ſa- 
thers; that being performed, he was carried by his Souldiers to bis 
ſhi ps, in very weakCcaſe,as was outwardly pretended. About midnight 
he cauſed himſelfe,being compleatly armed, to be laid upon 4 Beere, 
commanding alſo his ſouldiers to arme themſelves , and to carry 
their weapons under their upper garments, ſo that they might be 
ready when he ſhould give them a ſigue.T he day following all things 
being in a readineſs, be was carried ſolemnly by his people with * 
great clamour and counterfeit mourning, to be interred in the chief 
Church of the City, where the Biſhop and the Conſul accompani- 
ed with all the chief men of the city came to honour the Buriall; 
but as ſoon 4s the Biſhop bad made himſelſe ready to bury the corps, 
(moſt of the Townſ-men being in the Church) Haſting ſtepped up 
all armed with his fword drawn, and firit killed the Biſhop and the 
Conſul, and then fell with his armed Souldiers upon the naked peo- 
ple, and deſtroyed them in a manner every ene, putting all to the 
ſword, ſparing neither ſex , age, or infirmity. And when he had 
ſack d the Town, he ſent meſſengers to Charles the French King for 
peace,whichde obtained, and ſ to keep him quiet) the city of Char- 
tres alſo towards his charges.

Northwales came with a great number of Engliſhmen, and 

making war againſt his bzother Cadelh ſpoyled the Coun 

tries of Caerdigan and Yſtradgwy. In thoſe dayes the Danes 

beſieged Exceſter, againſt _ „when Alfred went 1— 
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which were at Auldre paſſed ober to Eſſex, and built a Caſtle 
at Scobrith,from whence they took their journey to Buding- 
ton upon Scaverne, And when Alfred came to Exceſter the 
Danes fled to fea, and ſpoyled the ſea-coaſts of Wales. And 
they which were in Budington hearing of the Kings coming 
fled back to their Caſtle in Eſſex. Another company of them 
came to Leyceſter, where Alfred did beftege them, till they 
were dziven to eat the fleſþ of their Pozſes. Afterwards 
the year 895 the Danes that were in Leyceſter, with the reſt 
of them which were in Northumberland, paſſed by the Nozth 
ſeas to Mereſige, an Ille in Eſſex, and the year following they 
entred the River Lyne with the Thames, and there built a 
Caſtle twenty miles from London ; and as they came out to 
ſpoil the country,they were overthrown, and baving loſt four 
of their Pꝛinces, fled to the Caſtle. Then Alfred dividing the 
river into three parts, the water was ſo low, that their ſhips 
could not returne to the ſea,which when the Danes perceived, 
they left their wibes and children in Eſſex, and went ſpoiling 
the Country to Quadbrydge upon Seaverne , and paſſing the 
river ſpopled the Countries of Brecknocke , Gwentland , and 
Gwentlhwg. Alſo this year a great number of them went 
to France hy the river Scyn, and another company of them 
ſpoyled the coaſts of Devonſhire , where after a long conflict, 
they loſt ſix ſhips. The ſummer following lreland was de- 
ſtroped by ſtrange wozmes having two teeth, which conſumed 
every thing that was greene in the Land. Theſe ſeem to 
be Locuſts, a plague unuſuall in theſe Countries, but often 
ſeen in Afrike, Italy, and other bot Regions. 

About the yeare 900 Igmond came from Ireland with a 
great number of Souldiers to Angleſcy, where the Welſhmen 
gabe hun Battell at Molcrain.

The ſame yeare dyed Alfred, which ſome call Alured , ma- 
king (v) a vowell, which ſhould be a conſonant. This Pꝛince

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to Cyhelin, out of Bzytiſh into Engliſh, and called it Marſian

did divide the day into tbzee Parts, by a Taper which burnt 
continually in bis Chappel, and endured juſt Twenty four 
bours.

and wis afterward Biſhop of Sherbarn, of him mention is made 
ix the Engliſh Chronicles. 

About this time Edward ſent a great Armp to Northum- 
berland, which ſpoiled the Country, and then returned home: 
nevertheleſſe, the Dancs followed them, and deſtroyed a\great 
part of Mercia. But within a while after, Edward gathe- 
red an Army, and giving them Battell, overtbrew them, and 
flue their Kings Alden and Edelwulph, and a great number of 
their Nobles. This year died Edclred Duke of Mercia, who 
bad been long fick ; after bim, Elfleda bis Wife enjoyed the 
Country of Mercia, ſaving the Cities of London and Oxford, 
which King Edward ſeiſed into his own bands, The yeare 
907 died Cadelh King oz Pꝛince of South wales , ſecond ſonne 
of Rodcrike the Great, leaving behind him thꝛee ſonnes , 
Howel Dha( that is to ſay Howel the Good ) who ſucceeded 
bis Father in the Kingdome of Southwales , Meyric and Cly- 
dawc. About two years after king Edward built the Caſtle 
of Hartford hetwixt the Kibers Bencfic, Minier, and Lige; and 
alſo the Bozough of Wytham in Eſſex, and lap at Wealdyne, 
where he ſubdued thoſe Countries. Lhe year following, the 
Danes of Leyceſter and Hampton flew a great number of Eng- 
liſhmen at Hochnorton, and in their returne homeward ſpoy- 
led all Oxfordſhire. The next year after that there came a 
great Navp from Tydwike with Uther and Rahald , which 
paſging by the Meſterne Sea into Walce deſtroyed S. Davids 
and there was the Battell of Dinerth fought", where Meyloc 
(tte ſonne of Peredur Gam) was flaine, And afterward 


thee 
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they entred Herefordſhire , where they were fought withal!, 
and Rahald flaine, and the reſt compe!l+5 to fozſweare the 
Kings Country. Then the King cauſed the ſoutb ſide of Sca- 
ve rn to he defended with a great Armpʒ pet did the Danes twice 
enter bis land, once by the Eaſt at Werd, another time at Porto- 
gan, gut were both times overthzown by the Englith. And then 
they departed to the Ne of Stepen, from whence they were 
dziven by hunger to South-wales , where they were beaten 
and conſtrained to depart into Ireland. {The yeare enſuing 
there was a great battel fought betwixt the Kentiſhmen and 
the Danes at Holme, but who had the victozy tbere is no cer- 
tainty.

After the death of Roder ic the Great, the Northern Bri- 
tains of Stratclayd and Cumberland, were (as Hedlor Boetiu and 
Buchanan relate) much inſeſted and weakned with the daily in- 


curſions of Danes, Saxons and Scots ; which made many of 


them ( all that would not ſubmit their necks to the yoake ) to 
uit their Country, and ſeek out more quiet habitations, Un- 
der the ConduR of one Hobert they came to Gwyneth in the 
beginning of Anarawd's Reigne , who commiſerating their di- 
ſtreſſed condition gave them the Country from Cheſter to the 
River Conwey to inhabit, if they could beat out the Saxonr,who 
had lately poſſeſſed themſelves thereof. Theſe Brytains ha- 
ving returned thanks to their Couſen Anarawd as was meet, 
fell upon the Saxons , and, neceſſity giving edge to their valour, 
ſoon drove them out thence, being yet ſcarce warme in their 
ſcats, About three years her A.D. 880 Edryd Wallthir 
King of the Saxons (called by the Eugliſh Hiſtorians Eadred 
Duke of Mercia) made great preparations for the regaining of 
the ſaid Country; But the Northern Brytains, who had ſettled 
themſelves there, having intelligence thereof, for the better ſe- 
curing of their Cattel and goods, removed them over the river 
Conwey, In the mean time P. Anarawd was not idle, but gathe- 
red together all the ſtrength he could make; His Army enc am- 
ped neare the Towne of Comwey, at a place called Cymryt, where 
He and his Men making gallant —_ againſt the alſaults ”

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the Saxa: power ,. at length: after a bloudy fight obtained a 
compleat Victory. This Battel was called Gwaeth- Cymryt 
Coney hacauſe it was fought in the Towneſhip of Cymryr 
hard by Compey, but Anarawd called it Dial Rodri, becauſe he 
had chore revengedithe death of his Father Kodri, In this 
battel Tudwal the ſonne of Kadyi Mawr received a hurt in the 

which made him be called: Tudwal gloff or the Lame e- 
verafrer; his Brethren to reward his valour and ſervice gave 
him Debellagned Gwynedd ; The Brytains purſuing their vi- 
Rory, the Saxons quite out of Bales into Mercia, where 
having burnt and deſtroyed the Borders they returned heme 
laden with rich ſpoyles.

This Sir Howel ap Griffth (whom his Countrymen re- 
member by the name of S. Howel y Bhwyall, from his Poll-axc) 
lived in the time of King Edward the 3d. and ſerved under the 
black, Prince at the battell of Poitiers, wherein Iobn King of 
France was taken priſoner : It is a tradition that goeth currant 
among Sir Howells Countrymen, that it was He, that firſt took 
him, which might be occaſioned by ſome lines in the foregoing 
Cowydd of Jollo Goch's to him. And Hiſtory leaving it doubt- 
full who took him, he might be the man as well as any other; 
Paulus Amilius , De Serres, and other French Hiſtorians ſay, 
there were ſeverall challenged the honour of it; and that Demis 
Morbec a French man, but then a Captain in the Exgliſh Army, 
ſeeing the French King ſo diſtreſſed that it was impoſſible for 


him to eſcape the hands of the Exgliſh did only ſpeak to him, 


at ſome diſtance, and adviſe him to ſurrender himſelte; So that 
it is very probable ſome other perſon took him, or ( which is 
as much) forced him to yeeld bimſelfe a Priſor:y, and that be- 
ing known to be the King, he was in civility ſuffered to deliver 

G 3 himſelſe 
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himſelſe into the hands of his own Countryman Deni; But 
howerer it were, it is moſt certain Sir Howell behaved him- 
ſelfe valiantly in that Battell, and performed ſome fignall 
ſcreice with his axe there, as may be gathered from his reward, 
which was Great and Noble, for he had conferred on him the 
honour of Knighthaod , the Conftableſhip of the ancient Caſtle 
of Crickieth in Cernarvonſhire, a new Coat of Armes, the farme 
of the Mills at Cheſter for life , and other things of great value; 
Beſides, he had allowed in perpetuall memory of his ſervice a 
Meſſe of meat to be carried before his Axe or Partiſan for ever; 
Which meſſe after his death was carried down to be given to 
the Poore for the good of his ſoule; the ſaid Meſſe had eight 
Teomen attendants, found at the Kings charge , which were af- 
terwards called Teomen of the Crowne, and had cight peace per 
diem of ſtanding wages, and continued to the beginning of Q. 
Elrzabeths Reigne ; Sergeant Roberts of Haved y Lwchb ncare 
Wrexban, who had been at firſt Teoman of the Crowne heard it 
as a tradition in the Kings houſe, that the beginning of that Or- 
der of Yeomen of the Crowne was from thence ; This be told 
his Brother in Law Robert Turbridge of Caerualleu neare Ruthin 
Eſq. who upon the other mans credit nelated it to Sir Zobn 
I/ynue of Gwedir Knight and Baronet, from whoſe MS. Hiſtory 
(remaining in the houſe of Gwedzr) this relation was taken, 
The Armes of Sir Howell ap Griffith.

Huganus 
Lord of Weſtwalcs, perceiving King Edward to be occupied in 
the Daniſh warre, farre enough from him, gathered an Army of 
Brytains, and entred the K ing land. — Elfled Lady of 
Mercia and ſiftey to King Edward came to Wales with à ſtrong 
Army, fought with the Welſhmen at Brecknock, and putting Hu- 
garus to flight, took, bis Mie and 34 men Captives, which ſhee 
brought with ber te Mercia. Huganus thus diſcomfited , fled to 
Derby, and there being peaceably received by the Countrymen with

The Yorkeſhire men alſo did ber 
homage and ſervice : ſþe dyed at Tamworth, after that ſhee 
bad wozthily ruled Mercia eight years , and lpeth buried at 
Gloceſter hy S. Peters pozchz upon her tombe this Epitaph 
was wzitten.

into Weſtſex. The ſame Author alſo reporteth, that about this time 
Leofred « Dane, and Gruffyth ap Madoc , brother in law to the

Snowdon , and minding to bring all Wales and the Marches 
thereof to their ſubjedion, overran and ſubdued all the Country to 
Cheſter, before King Edward had notice of their arrivall. I here- 
at being ſore offended, and louth to trouble his Subjefts in that be- 
halfe, made a vow that he and his ſonnes, with their own people, 
would be revenged upon Leofred and Gruffyth , and therenpon 
came to Cheſter, , and wan the City from them. Then be divided

He was Knighted by K. Edward the 
Firſt, when he brought him the firſt news of his Queens ſafe 
delivery of a Sonne, at Carnarvon Caſtle : the King was then at 
Ruthlan , at his Parliament held there; This Sir Griffith aſter- 
wards taking notice of the extream Oppreſſion and Tyranny 
exerciſcd by the Exgliſh Officers, eſpecially by Sir Roger Morti- 
mer Lord of Chirke & Juſtice of Northwales, towards his Coun- 
trymen the Welſh, became ſo far diſcontented, that he brake out 
into open Rebellion, verifying that ſaying of Solomon, Oppreſſion 
maketh a wiſe man mad. He treated with Sir Edward Bruce 
(Brother to Robert then King of Scotland) who had conque- 
red Ireland, to bring or ſend over men to aſſiſt him in his de- 
ſigne againſt the Engliſh, but Bruſes termes being conceived too 
unreaſonable, the treaty came to * however being deſpe- 
rate he gathered all the ſorces he could, and in an inſtant, like a 
candle that gives a ſudden blaze before it is out, overran all 
Northwales and the Marches, taking in all the Caſiles and Holds, 
but to little purpoſe, for ſoone after he was met with, his party 
diſcomfited and himſelſe taken priſoner: this was in the yeare of 
our Lord 1322.

Sir Tuder Vaughan ap Grono deſcended from this Ednyvet, 
being the ſonne of Grous ap Tuder ap Grono ap Ednyvet 2 
an 
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han. He was, for Eſtate, Power, and Intereſt, one of the chieſeſt 
men in Northwales in his time, as Lewis Morgannwe hath it in a 
MS. of his. It is ſet down in the aforecited book of the Records 
of Northwales, how that he afſumed to himſclfe the Honour of 
Knighthood, 1 all people to call and ſtyle him Sir Tuder 
ap Grono , as if even then his mind had given him, that out of 
his loynes hereafter ſhould ſpring thoſe that ſhould have power 
to conferre that Honour; The King, viz Fdward the third up- 
on notice hereof having ſent for him & asked him, how he durſt 
preſume to invade his Prerogative, by aſſuming the title of 
Knight without his authority, received from him this anſwer, 
viz,, that by a Law or Ordinance of King Aribur he might aſ- 
ſume that title, in regard he had thoſe three qualifications, 
which whoever had was by the ſaid Law to be deemed a 
Knight; 1. He was a Gentleman. 2. He had a ſufficient eftate. 
3. He was valiant and adventurous , faying this withall, If my 
valour and hardinefſe be doabted of, Loe, bere I throw downe 
my Glove, and am ready to fight with any man ( whoever he 
be) for due proof thereof. The King ting well his — 
and reſolution, was eaſily perſwaded to confirme to him the 
ſaid Honour, From this Sir Tuder deſcended NVortbies indeed, 
as Henry the 7th King of England, with the Kings,Q«:cenes and 
Princes come from him, Heury the 7th was the ſonne of E4- 
mund Earle of Richmond , who was the ſonne of Sit Owen Tu- 
der, the ſonne of Meredith, the ſonne of this Sir Tuder. Faſper 
ſecond ſonne to Sir Owen Tuder was created Earle of Pembroke 
by his halfe- Brother King Henry the 6th, and was a Noble He- 
roe of the Lancaſtrian party. When King Henry the 6th was 
deprived both of his Kingdome and Lite, and Edward the gth 
of the Houſe of Torke ſetled in the Throne, he found means to 
convey his Nephew Henry Karle of Richmond into France, out of 
King Edwards reach, who had a jealous eye upon him, as being 
in the right of his Mother) next Heire to the Crowne of the 
Houſe of Lanca er. He returned into England with his ſaid 
Nephew, who (being King) created him Duke of Bedford,which 
Honour he enjoycd about two years and then dyed. K ichard 
Owen Theodor of Penmonyth in Angleſey Eſq. is a Branch of the

The Williamſes of Cochwillan and the Coetmors in the Coun- 
ty of Carnarvon &c, are deſcended from Fdnyvet Vaughan. Sir 
Griffith Williams of Vaen (the fourth Baronet of the Name 
and Line) is deſcended from the Williamſes of Cochwillan. The 
molt Reverend Father in God Fobs Williams D. D. and Arch- 
biſhop of Yorke was of this Family. He was a Perſon of great 
abilities, which were a means to raiſe him to great Honours and 
Dignities: King James made him Dean of Veſtminſter, — 
of Lincolue, and Lord Keeper of the Great Seale of England, 
and he was advanced to the Arch-Biſhoprick of Torke by King 
Charles the Firſt. His places and rreferments brought _

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wealth, which enabled him to purchaſe Cochwillan, which had 
been the houſe of his Anceſtors, and alſo Peurbyn the ſeat of the 
ancient and once flouriſhing family of the Griffiths , with other 
lands, which came all C he dying ſnceftate ) co Sir Griffith Wil- 
liams of Penrhyn Baronet (now living) his elder Brothers ſonne 
and Heire, Lumley Williams , Williams of Wig, Jobn Wil- 
ow of Meillionyth Eſq. are branches of the houſe of Coch- 
IIa. : 

That famous Souldier ( in his time ) Sir Kees Jevanc, 
that is, the Toung ſonne to Sir Rees Hen or the Elder of South-

his Uncle Ellis Wynne , his Brothers Robert, Owen, and Hugh, 
ſerved under him as Commiſſioned Officers, This Colonel! 
Wynne was the ſonne of — Wynne , the ſonne of William 
Wynne of Llanvair ap William Wynne ap Fobn Wynne ap Willi- 
am ap Meredith ap David ap EnconV achan ap Jevan ap Rees 
Wynne ap David Lloyd ap I Penwyn ap Forwerth ap Tegwared ap

Mar chudd. Sir Thomas Wynne Knight and Captain of a Com- 
pany of foot in Holland was of this family of the Vyunes.

bis Couſen, took upon him the Government of 

all Wales about the yeare of Chriſt 9 4 0. Not- 
withſtanding the ſonnes of Edwal did ſomewhat murmur a- 
gainſt bim be was foz bis Godly behaviour, diſcreet and juſt 
Rule beloved of all men. This Howel conſtituted and made 
Lawes to be obſerbed thzoughout bis Dominions , which 
were in uſe in Wales, till the Jnhabitants received the lawes 
of England which was in the time of Edward the firſt, and in 
ſome places thereof long afrer. Theſe Lawes are at this day 
to be ſeen in Latine and in Welſh, 

+ Howel Dha King of all Wales perceiving the Lawes and 
cuſtomes of bis Country to have growne imo great abuſe, and 
diſregard, ſummoned the Archbiſhop of Menevia , with all the 
other Biſhops and Chieſe of the Clergy to the number of 140 Pre- 
lates, and all the Barons and Nobles of Wales, with fix men of the 
Viſeſt and beft reputed in every Commot to meet all together at 
his houſe called Y Tuy gwyn ar Taf, that u, The White houſe 
upon the River Taf (in Carmarthenſhire: ) Thitber he came him 
ſelſe and continued there with thoſe his Nobles , Prelates vnd Sub. 
jects all the Lent in Prayer and Faſting, craving the direction and 
bleſſing of Gods holy ſpirit upon bis endeavour to reforme the 
Law's and Cuſtomes of his Country, to the honour of Ged, and the 
good of his people. About the end of Lent he choſ+ out of that com- 
pany twelve of the wiſeſt, graveſt, aud of greateſt experience among 
them: to whom he added one Clerke or Doctor of the Lawes, na- 
med Blcgorcd , 4 learned and perfet} wiſe man, Theſe bad in

charge to examine the old Laws and Cuftomes of Wales, and to 
gather out of them ſuch as were meet ſor the government of the 
Country : which they did, retaining thoſe that were wholeſome 
and profitable, expounding thoſe that were dorbtfull and ambigu- 
ous, and abrogating thoſe that were ſuper fluous and hurtfull, and 
ſo ordained three ſorts of Laws, 
Kings or Princes houſhold, and his Court. The ſecond, of the Af- 
fairs of the Country and Common- wealth. The third, of the ſpe- 
ciall Cuſtomes belonging to particular places and perſons. All 
theſe being read, Procluimed , and Allowed, he cauſed three ſeve- 
rall Books of them to be written, one for his daily uſe to follow bis 
Court, another to [ye in his Palace at Aberffraw, and the third 
at Dinevowr, that all the three Provinces of Wales might have the 
uſe of the ſame when need required. And for the better obſervati- 
on of theſe Lawes, he cauſed the Archbiſhop of St Davids to de- 
nounce ſentence of Excommunication again/t all ſuch of his Sub- 
jecls, as ſhould refuſe to obey them. IWithin a while after Howel 
( becauſe he would omit nothing that might procure ſtrength and 
Authority to bis ſaid Laws) went to Rome taking along with

bim, the Archbiſhop of * S. Davids, the Biſhops of * Bangor and Lambert 


S.“ Aſaph, and thirteen other of the moſt Learned and Wieſt 
men in Wales, where the ſaid Laws being recited before the Pope 
were by bis Authority confirmed: then baving finiſhed his devont 
Pilgrimage and emptied his purſe, he came home againe with bis 
Company, 

1. By theſe Laws they might not mor gage their lands but to ſuch 
as were of the ſame Family or kinred, De cadem parenteli, 

2, Every Tenant _ 4 any other than of the Prince or Lord 
of the Fee, — a fine pro — Regia, which was called A- 
rian ardhel, in Latine Advocarii. 

3. No Legacy of Goods by Will was good, otherwiſe than thoſe 
which were given to the Church, to the Lord of the Fee, or for 
payment of Debts 

4. Every man might diſtraine as well for debts, as for Rent of 
lands, any goods, or cattell, ſaving Horſes , which were counted to 
ſerve for a mans neceſſary defence, and were not diſtrainable with- 
out the Prince his licence.

that place, two Elders of ha Councill, the Chieſe Juſtice atten- 
ding alwayes in the Court, the Ordinary Judge of the Country 
where the land lay, and the Prieſt, The manner of their procee- 
ding was thus. The King or Prince ſate in his Jadiciall ſeate bigh- 
er than the reſt, with an Elder on his right band , and another on 
his left, and the Frecholders on both fides next unto them , which 
for this cauſe ( I think ) were called Uchelwyr. Before him 
diretily a certain diſtance off and a little lower — bis Chieſe 
Judges baving the Prieſt on bj right band, and the ordinary

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After hearing the Books read,the depoſitions of the witneſſes alſo, 
and full pleading of the Cauſe in open Court, 1pou warning gi- 
ven by the Rhingylh , the Chief Juſtice, the Prieſt, au the ordi- 
nary ſudge, withdrem themſelves for a while to conſult of the mat- 
ter, and then Secundum allegata & probata , brovght their ver- 
dit, the Court fitting. Whereupon the King or Prince after con- 
ſultation bad with the K ders or Seniors which ſate by bim, gave 
definitive ſentence; except the matter were ſo obſcure and intri- 
cate, that right and truth did not appeare : in that caſe it was 
tried by the two Champions, who put an end to it. 

At this time the fozeſaid King Aulaf and Regnald entered 
the Land of Edmond, who — his ſtrength together 
followed them into Northumberland, where be obercame 
them in plaine Battel, and chaſed them out of the Land, he 
remained a whole yeare in thoſe Parts,to ſet things in order, 
and quiet the Country. And becauſe he could not by any 
means bring the Inhabitants of Cumberland to live in anp 
good oꝛder, be ſpoyled that Country, and committed it after- 
Wards to the Government of Malcolme King of Scotland, up- 
on condition, that he ſhould ſend him ſuccours in all his

Malcolme to be holden of him, upon this condition that he would 
keep the North part of the Realm ſrom incurſion of enemies >which 
afterward was but ſlenderly perf,ymed.

In the yeare 942 died Hubert Biſhop of . Davids : the 
year following Marclois Biſhop of Bangor, and Uſa the tonne 
of Lhavyr died. The yeare 944 the Engliſhmen entred Walcs 
with a ſtrong Armp, and after thep had ſpoiled Strad Clwyd, 
returned bome. At which time Conan the tonne of Eliſe was 
in danger of death by poyſon, and Fverus Biſhop of S. Davids 
dyed, The peare after Edmund Ring of England was lain by 
Treaſon, as ſome writers ſay, upon S. Auguſtines day, as be 
was at dinner.

In the peare 94 8 died Howel Dha the Noble and 
woꝛthy King of Wales, whoſe death was much bewailed by 
all men, foꝛ be was a Prince that loved Peace and good Os. 
der, and that truly feared God. Me left behind bim four 
ſonnes, Owen, Run, Roderike , and Edwyn, betwitt whom 
and tbe ſonnes of Edwal, there enſued great Marres, foꝛ the 
chief Kule of Wales, as ſhall appeare in the Viſtozy follow- 


7 The ſonnes of Howel Dba , as ſome Writers doe record 
it, were theſe, viz. Owen, who did not live long after his Fa- 
ther, Encon, Meredyth, Dyfuwal, Rodri, the two laft whereof, 
as is conceived, were ſlaine in the Battell fought neare Llanrw/t 
A. D. 952 by the ſonnes of Edwal Voel. Run Lord of Cardi- 
gan and ſlaine before the death of his Father.

Dba was choſen to rule J/ales during the 
minority of the ſonnes of his Unkle Anarawd, who at the 
death of their Father were very young and not fit for Gover- 
ment: we have it in ſome copies of his Laws that in the year 
of our Lord 914 (ſoon after the death of Anarawd) he ſummo- 
ned the Arch-Biſhops, Biſhops, the reſt of the Clergy with the 
Lords of Wales, and fix of the moſt diſcreet Frecholders out of

to adviſe with him touching the reformation of the Britiſh 
Laws; Being there met they compiled a new Body of Law; in 
the Preface of the ſaid Laws he is ſtyled Brenbin Cymru oll, King 
of all ales, Northwales he held as Regent untill his Couſen 
Edwal Voel the eldeſt ſonne of Anarawd came of Age to go- 
vernez In the yeare of our Lord 920 Heowel Dba went to Rome 
to have his Laws confirmed by the Pope; Lambert Archbiſhop 
of Menevia , Mordaf Biſhop of Bangor , Blegowryd Arch-Dea- 
con of Landaffe, and 13 of the beft learned of his Clergy with 
a like number of the Nobility accompanied him thither ; the 
Pope confirmed his Laws, ae they had been read before him, 
and nothing found diſſonant to Gods word therein. Aﬀter his 
returne from Rome, as a faithfull Steward he reſigned the King» 
dome of Gwyneth to his Couſen EA Voel being then of age, 
together with the Soveraignty of all Wales, 

About the yeare 924 we have mention of Ludwall Rex 
omnium Wallenſium, who in his ſubmiſſion to Athelfan is 
corruptly called Ludwal for Indwal, which makes me to 
conclude that inthe year 924 Idwal had began his Reigne. 
Idwal Voel and Eliſſeu his brother being both (laine by the 
Engliſh A, D. 940 Howel took upon him again the rule of 
Wales.

Of Caradoc Bbraichfr4s. 

There were two famous men of this name , the firft lived 
long before the other; the Britiſh Triades ſay, he was King of 
Cornwall in King Arthurs time, He was the ſonne of Llyr Marini 
of the Tribe of Cuned4a Vledig; Our books agree that he 
was Lord of Ferlix, to wit, the Country between V, and Sea- 
verne: Tegayrvron Daughter and Heire to King Pelinor was his 
Wife. His Armes are S. a Cheveron between three ſpears heads 
A. Goared pointed upwards G. The other Caradoc Bhraich- 
fras was Earle of Hereſord and ſonne of Coeliog Myngrudd of 
the North of Brytaine. He had ifſac a ſonne called Lluddocca 
whoſe daughter Rhieingar was mother to Tuder Trevor, the 
Tribe of the Marches : the ſaid Tuder marryed Gladys daughter 
to Howel Dha King of Wales who Reigned A. D. 940, which 
computation of time inclines me to believe he was the ſame Ca. 
radoc that was ſtyled King of Northwales ard ſlaine A. D. 788. 
by the Saxons in revenge of K. Offa*s death, who had bin {lain 
at Ruthlan two years before; this was he to whom Rodri Hol- 
wy or rather Conan his ſonne gave the Lands between Cheſter 
and Conwey to inhabite. His Armee, Vert a Lyon rampant par- 
ted per feſſe Or & A. within a bordure of the 3d. Who ſay this 
Caradoc was the ſon of Gwyn ap Cellwyn ap Ednowen, and father 
to Trabqyru King, of Vales are much deceived, 

Families deſcended from Caradoc Uraichſras Pr, of Ferlix, 
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The Gameſes of Breckycke ſhire, the Vaughans of Tre'r twr in the 
ſame County, Sir Roger Vaughan of Tre'r twr Kt was (laine at th: 
Battel of Agen Court, He was the ſon of Roger Hen of Bradwarden 
ap Walter Sais (husband to Florence Daughter and H:ire to. Sir 
Edward Bradwarden Kt) ap Roger Vaughan ap Roger Vawr of 
Llechryd ap * Jevan ap Howel ap Seyſſyllt Lord of Cantre Sely* ap 
Llewelyn ap Moreiddig Warwyn Ld of Cantre Selyf( whoſe Conte is 
S. a Cheveron between three Childrens heads couped at the ſhoul- 
ders A. their Pernques Or, enwrapped abort the neck with as ma- 
ny ſnakes pager] ap Dryw a younger fon of Maeryrch Ld of Breck- 
noc ke lineally deſcended from the forcmemtioned C aradoc. This Sir 
Roger had by his Wife Gladys daughter of Sir David Gem Kt three 
ſonnes,viz. I. Watkin of Bradwardin the eldeſt, father of Sit 7ho- 
ma,father of Sir Richard of Bradwardin,father of Valter, ſather of 
Thomas V aughan of Penbre,from which Family that worthy Gentle. 
man Sir George Vaughan (lately deceaſed) Kt, and Colonel for K. 
Charles the r. was deſcended. The Second was Thomas Vaughan of 
Hergeſt, who had two ſons IWatkin Vaughan of Hergeſt the eldeſt, 
father of James, father of Charles V aughan of Herget. Sir William 
Vaughan Kt, a valiant & an expert Commander under K. Charles 
the 1. was a branch of this family. He was Knighted for his emi- 
nent ſervice , and entruſted with the government of ſeverall of His 
Maje/ties Garriſons in the County of Salop. He was very active and 
ſucceſſetull. In the yeare 1645 with about 600 Horſe and Foot he 
raiſed the ſiege of High Arcoll, beating off an Army of 3000 men. 
At the fatal battel of Naſeby he had the honour to be highly inſtru- 
mentall in preſerving, his Ma jeſties perſon, His Majeſty in his retreat 
marching in the head of his Regiment. He died in his attempt to 
reſtore his Maje/ty K. Ch. 2, 1649 at the ſiege of Dublin, where he 
was unfortunatly il n to the great hinderance of the Kings Cauſe. 
The ad Roger Vaugban of Cleirwy, father of Roger Ddz , who had 
two ſons 1. Roger Vaughan father of another Koger Vaughan of 
Cleirwy, 2.

Roger 
Vaughan of Porthaml had a ſon called Varkin Vaughan, the father 
of Sir Will. Vaughan of Talgarth & Roger V aughan , which Roger 
had ſonnes Watkin & Jobn V aughan.Sir Mill. aughan of Talgarth 
had a ſon called Sir Roger Vaughan Kt. Sir 
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Alſo Sir William Lewis of Langors in Brecknock ſhire Baronet, 
Trevor Pilliams of Langibi in Monmouthſhire Baronet. 

Lewis Wogan of Boljton in the County of Pembroke Eſq. the 
only ſonne of Abrabam Wogan Eſq. (by his Wife Zane Daugh- 
ter of Sir Lewis Manſell of Margam Baronet) the ſonne of 
Maurice Wogan Eſq. the ſonne of Sir Jobn Wogan Knight. 

Jobs Wogan of Viſton Eſq. the ſonne of Sir William 
Mogan Knight by Sibil daughter of Sir Hugh Owen of Orielton 
Knight, the ſonne of Fobr, the ſonne of Richard Wogan Eſq. 
the ſonne of Sir John Mog an Knight, the ſonne of Sir 2 Wo- 
gan Knight, the ſonne of Jobi Wogan Hir Eſq. the ſonne of Sir

Bernard Newmarch having diſcomfited and {lain in the field Ble- 
thyn ap Maenyrch (ciſcd on the Lordſhip of Brecon , and forced 
his ſonne and Heire Gygan to be content with what ſhare of it 
he was pleaſed by way of compoſition to appoint him. He gave 
him the Lord(hips and Mannours of Llanvibangel Talyllyn, part 
of Llanllyeni, and part of Cantref Selyf with lodgings in the Ca- 
file of Breckyocke,where in regard he was the rightfull 1 ord 
of the Country there was ſuch a ſtrict eye kept over him, that 
he was not permitted at any time to goe abroad without two 
or more Norman Knights in his company.

Maenyrch &c. ; 

There are many other worthy Families, in Southwales eſpe- 
cially , deſcended from this Caradoc, whole names all my en- 
quiry and induſtry could not procure. 

Of Sir David Gam Knight, 

Sir David Gam was the ſon of Llewelyn ap Howel Vaughan of 
Brecknockę by Maud the daughter of Feven ap Rees ap Ivor of 
Eluel, the ſaid Howe! Vaughan was the ſon of Howe! ap Eneon 
ais apRees ap Howel &c.he was ſurnamed Gamybecauſc he had 
but one cy ; The Gameſes derive their name & linage from him; 
He was a worthy Knight deſcended from the ſaid Caradoc, 
whoſe Coat he gives: for his Policy and Valour we may ſtyle 
him our Britiſh Hannibal. He was a great ſtickler for the Duke 
of Lancaſter,who was afterwards King Henry the 4th, upon 
which account it was, that Owen ap Griffith Vaugban( common. 
ly called Owen Glendor) was his mortall enemy: The ſaid Owen 
having had his education at the Innes of Court. got to be prefer- 
red to the ſervice of King E icbard the ad, whoſe Scutifer, as 
Valſingbam ſaith, he was; Owen being affured, that his King and 
Maſter Richard was depoſed & murthered , & withall provoked 
by ſeverall affronts and wrongs done him by the Lord Gray of 
Ruthin his neighbour, whom King Henry greatly countenanced 


againſt him, he took Armes; And looking upon Henry as an Charters of 
Uſurper he cauſed himſelſe to be proclaimed Prince of Wales; O. Glend: 


And though himſelſe were deſcended Paternally but from a 
younger Brother of the Houſe of Powis, yet (as ambition is in- 
genious) he finds out a way to lay claime to the Principality, 
as deſcended (by a daughter) from Llewelyn = Griffith the laft 
Prince of the Britiſh Race, He invaded the Lands, burnt and de- 
ſtroyed the Houſes and Eſtates of all thoſe that favoured and 
adhered to King Henry. 

Owen called a Parliament to meet at Machynlleth in Montgo- 
mery ſhire, whither the Nobility and Gentry of Wales came, in 
obedience to his Summons, & among them the ſaid David Gam, 
but with an intention to murther Owen; the plot being diſco- 
vered, and he taken before he could put it in execution, was like 
to have ſuffered had not interceſſion in his behalfe been made by 
Owen's belt friends, and the * Upholders of his — 

whom 
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whom he could not either handſomely or ſafely deny; Owen 
being thus prevailed upon pardoned him and let him goe free, 
only requiring of him, that he would for the ſutore be more 
loyall and loving to him, which he promiſed , but did not per- 
forme, for as ſoon as he came home to his own Country,where 
he was a man of great intereſt , he did exceedingly annoy and 
moleſt Owen's friends, When he lay in durance at Machynlleth 
for his attempt againſt Owen's life, there was this Exghn made 
of him, viz.

When King Henry the 5th went with an Army into France 
againſt the French, David Gam brought in to his ſervice a 
goodly company of ſtout ſouldicrs and Gentlemen, which upon 
all occaſions ſhewed their reſolution and courage, News be- 
ing brought to the King that the French Army was advancing 
towards him and very numerous, he ſent Captain Gam to ob- 
ſerve their motions and to bring him an account of their num- 
ber ; He upon a diligent view perceiving them twice to exceed 
the number of the Engliſh was not a whit daunted, but when 
the King asked him how it was , what their number might be, 
made him this anſwer, Ant pleaſe you, my Liege, They are

Tuder Trevor ſonne in Law to Prince Howel Dda deſcended 
from Maxen Vledic or Maximus (the ſonne of Llewelyy Sena- 
tor of Rome, and Brother to Coel Godebog King of Britaine } 
who deſcended lineally from King Belinus Magnus and 
was in the right of his Wife King of Britaine, and Empe- 
rour of Rome. Vortiger King of Britaine deſcended lineally 
from Maximns, was allo Anceftour to Tuder Trevor, which Tu- 
der in the right of his Mother was Earle or Conſul of Hereford 
and by his Father Lord of both Maelors, Oſweſtree, y Drewen 
or Whitington, &. His poſterity joy a great part of the 
faid Lord(hips to this day, though they have (old away much 
of them. He had three ſons 1.Lluddocca,who had given him the 
Lord(hips of Oſwefiree and Whitington and a great part of the 
Maelors, 2 Dingbad (whoſe C oate is Ermin a Lyon rampant S.) 
He had for his portion the remaining part of the Maelors, 
which his poſterity poſſeſſe to this day by the ſeverall names of 
Broughton, Ellis, Sonlley, Lewis, Trafford, Fones, Eyton, Roberts, 
Feffreys,&c.3.Grono,who had the Earledom of Hereford, which 
by his Daughter & Heire came to her ſon Adlyſten Glodrydd. 

Rees Sais ((o called becauſe he had had his education in 
England) great Granchild to Luddecca, being fon to Edyyver 
ap Llowarch Gam ap Luddocca, divided his Eſtate between his 
three ſonnes, To Tuder the eldeſt he gave part of the Lordſhip 
of Oſwe/tree, the entire Lordſhip of Whittington and part of the 
Maelors, to the ad Elidur ( whoſe Coate is Ermin a Lyon ram- 
pant B armed & langued G.) he gave Eyton,which his poſterity 
now enjoy by the name of Eyton; Sutton, which his poſterity 
the Suttors hold to this day; & Rwyton, which his poſterity the 
L 3 Decca 
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Deccas held untill of late years, that it was fold to Juſtice Fef- 
reys.To the zd 1ddon(whoſe Armes are A. a Cheveron between 
3 boares heads couped G. langued B. and tusked Or) he gave 
Dudlejton and other parts of the Lordſhip of Oſweſtree, which 
are yet poſſeſſed partly by his Heires Male and partly by his 
Heirs generall. Tuder ap Rees Sais and all his poſterity give 
Tuder Trevors Coate; his eldeſt ſonne 5 had the largeſt 
portion of his eſtate; his 2d, Grono ( whole Coat is V. two 
Boares paſſant in pale Barr Or) had the L ord(hip of Vhit- 
tington and Efiwicke, The Lord(hip of Whittington came with 
his ſonnes daughter, who married Sir Warren Theneys to the 
Lords Fitzwarren , from them by marriage to the H angfords, 
and in like manner from them to Beurchier Lord Fitzwarren, 
after and not long ſince it was purchaſed by one Mr Albany 
whoſe daughter and heire is the now wife of Thomas Lloyd Eſq. 
Lord of Whittington. Efwicke came by heics-generall to Han- 
mer of the Fenns and Eyton of Pentremadoc. His 3d Cybelyn, 
from whom is deſcended Trevor of Trevor &c. Bleibyn ap 
Tuder ap Rees Sais left his eſtate to his ſonne Owen, who by 
his wife Eve daughter of Madoc ap Gwenwynwyn Lord of Poi 
Wenwynoyn had 1. Ferwerth Hen. 2. Thomas the Anceſtour of 
the Lloyds of Bryn and Horſmas in Maelor. Ferwerth Iten en- 
joyed the greateſt part of his Fathers poſſeſſions, and left it to 
his ſonne Ferwerth Vaughan, who was married to Catharine 
daughter to Griffith ap Llewelyn ap Forwerth Drwyndwn Prince 
of Northwales, and he left his eſtate to his fon Forwerth Voel, 
who hid many children, as 1. Ednyvet Gam, who had the 
greateſt part of his poſſeſſions; 2. Madoc Lloyd, who had faire 
poſſeſſions in Chirkland and Brueden beath deſcended by Heirs - 
generall to Sr Fohy Owen of Cleneney Kt and others. 2d Grif- 
fith,who had his part in Maclor Saeſueg, which by Heirs general 
is divided among ſeverall Families of good note. 4. Morgan An- 
ceſtor to the families of the Toungs of Brynyorkin and the Croxe 
tons in the Maelors, Ednyvet Gam had — ſons, as David, 
Llewelyn, Forwerth Ddu, Meredyth,and other ſonnes, who had 
their portions of his Inheritance with the forenamed Brothers, 
and are Anceſtors to ſeverall families yet in being. David had 
his part in Chirkelaxd and in the Lordip of Oſweſtree. Llewe-

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ſeſſion of the Heire male of his line. Thomas Lloyd of Halghton 
Eſq.; Jerwertb Ddu had a ſhare of his Fathers cttate, and is the 
Anceſtor of Sir Roger Moſton of Mofton Kt and Baronet, Colo- 
nell and Governor of Fliut Caſtle for K. Charles the l. Of Joba 
Moſton Eſq. and Colonell Roger Moſton his Uncles, who were 
both faithtull ro the ame good Cauſe, and alſo of Edward: of 
Chirkg Eſq. &c. Meredyth is the Anceſtor of Pugh of Lloyntud- 
mon. David ap Ednyvet Gam had his partin Chirke land and 
in the Lordſhip of Oſweſtree, which he left to his ſonne Edward, 
who dying 1440 left his eſtate among his ſonnes , Job Trevor 
Hen. Richard Trevor, the Anceſtor of the Trevors of Ofweltrce. 
Ottowell, who had only a daughter and heire. Jobn Trevor 
Hen marryed Anne Daughter and Heire of Sir Pierce Camber, 
by whom he had Robert Trevor of Plis teg whoſe Heirs male 
have failed long ſince. Edward Trevor of Brynkynallt, Koger 
Trevor, who had a faire eſtate at Pentre Cynwric, Richard Ire- 
vor of Trevalyn the Anceſtor of Sir Richard Trevor of Trevalyn. 
Sir oo Trevor of Pls teg.Sir Thomas Trevor of Enfield,late one 
of the Barons of the Exchequer, & Sir Sackvil Trevor, all Foure 
Brothers and Knights. Edward Trevor had ſonnes, obs Tre- 
vor, who had only Daughters, Fobn Trevor Goch of Wigging- 
ton, ho had been a Captain at the ſiege of Boloigne & marryed 
Elizabeth daughter of Jobn Eyton of Ruabon Eſq. and only 
child of Elizabeth daughter of Sir Roger Kynafton of Hordley; 
He had Bryncynalle and all his Fathers inheritance, which he 
left to his ſonne Edward Trevor, a man of great eſteeme and 
power in his Country, who had two ſonnes , Fobn Trevor Eſq. 
and Richard Trevor Dr of Law and Judge of the Admiralty, 
whoſe poſterity remains ro this day. Jobn Trevor had one only 
ſonne Sir Edward Trevor Knight one of his late Maje(ties Privy 
Councill in Ireland; which Sir Edward had by his firſt Wife, 
Fobn Trevor of Brynkynallt Eſq., Arthur Trevor, who hath been 
a Colonell for his late Majeſty, and is now one of the Judges of 
Southwales; by his ſecond Wife he had Marcus Trevor, who 
hath alſo been Colonel upon the ſame good account, and is 
lately made Baron of Ros-Trevor, Viſcount of Dungannon in 
Ireland, and one of his Ma jeſty K. Charles the 24's Privy Coun- 
cill in that Kingdome.

South-Wales and Powys betwirt them: And Jevaf 
and Jago the ſecond and third ſonne of Edwal 

Voel ruled North-Wales, their elder bzother Mey- 

ric being not a man fit to rule , They coming from the elder 

bouſe would faine habe bad the chiefe Kule of all Wales, hut 
were denyed it by the ſonnes of Howcl Dha: Thereupon Ja- 
go (02 James) and Jevaf entred South- wales with a great 

power, Owen the tonne of Howel and his bzethren came a- 

gainſt them and fought with them at the bills of Carno, 

where Jago and ſevaſ had the victory : And the year follow» 
ing Jago and Jcvaf entred twice into South - wales, ſpopled 

Dyvet, and flue Dwnawalhon the Lozd thereof. And within a 

while after died Roderike one of the ſonnes of Howel Dha, 

In tbe yeare 95 2. the ſonnes of Howel gatbered their 

trenath together againft Jevaf and Jago, and entring their 

land as farre as the riber Conwy, thep fought a cruell battel 
at a place called Gwrguſtu, oz Lhanrwſt, as ſome think, 
where a great number were Caine on either ſide, ag Anarawd 
the ſonne of Gwyriad (oz Uriet) the ſonne of Roderike the 

Great, and Edwyn the ſonne of Howel Dha : in this battell 

the tons of Howel were overthrown by Jevaf q Jago, who pur- 

ſued them to Cacrdigan , 6 deſtroyed their Country with fire 
and ſwozd. About this time Varthyr the konne of Mervyn 
was dzowned ; and the year following Cong-lach King of 

Ireland was flaine. But to returne to Edred King of England. 

As ſoon as he was returned to bis own Land, Aulaf with a 


great 
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great Army landed in Northumberland, and was received of 
the people with much gladneſſe; but anon afrer like fickle 
and unconſtant men, they baniſbed him the land, and took to 
their King one Hircius the ſonne of Haroald, wham likewiſe 
after three years they expelled,and willingly ſubmitted them⸗ 
ſelves to Edred , who after he had ruled. the whole Land eight 
pears died, and was buried at Wincheſter. After him reigned 
Fdwyn fonne of Fdmund, in whoſe time nothing chanced 
woztby the remark, hut that be married another mans Wife, 
ber Puſband being yet alive.

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flaine by the Iriſhmen, by whom Aberfraw was deſtroyed. 
The next yeare there fell a great debate hetwixt the two 
fonnes of Edwal, Jago and ſevaf, which bad ruled joyntly 
from the death of Howel Dha to that time; and ſboztly after 
Jago having taken bis bzother Jevaf hy fozce, bery cruelly 
kept him in Pzifon a long time. About this time, Eneon 
the ſonne of Owen Pzince of Southwales wan and ſeazed to 
bimſelfe the land of Gwyr. And in the yeare 969 Mackus 
the ſonne of Haroald with an Army of Danes entred the Jle 
of Angleſey, and ſpoyled Penmon. Theſe Danes were ſuffered 
by Edgar to inhabit quietly thzoughout all England, till rhey 
were grown as ſtrong as the Engliſh , then thep fell to ſuch 
riotouſnes and dzinking, that much miſchiefe enſued thereof: 
whereupon Edgar made a law, that every man ſhould dzink 
by meaſure, and cauſed a certain marke to be ſet in every Pot 
how deepe they ſþould drink, and ſo by theſe meanes be ſome- 
what ſtayed that immoderate ingurgitation. Not long af- 
ter that, Godfryd the ſonne of Haroald did ſubdue to him- 
ſelfe the whole Jle of Angleſey, which he enjoyed not long. 
Ring Edgar likewiſe in the peare 9 7 2 did ſend a great Pa- 
by to Caerlheon upon Uſc, which ſhoztly turned back, with- 
out doing any notahle act. The next year following, Howel 
the ſonne of Jevaf raiſed a great power zegainſt his Uncle 
Jago foz the deliverance of bis Father out of P?iſon, and o- 
bercoming bis Uncle in Fight be chaſed! bim out of the 
Land, and he took his eldeſt Uncle Meyric the ſonne of Edwal, 
and put out both his eyes, aud kept him in Pꝛiſon; where he 
died ſboztly after, leabing bebind him two ſonnes, Edwal and 
Jonaval, from which Fdwal came afterward the moſt woꝛthy 
Pzinces of Wales. Howel notwi hſtanding he bad ſet his 
Father at Liberty, pet took upon bimfelfe the ſole ruſe of 
the Land foz his life time, bis Father pzeferring a peibate 
Life befoze a Kingdome ſuffered bim to Keigne. Þe bad 
rbz& Bꝛetbꝛen, all men of great eſtimation, Meyric, Jevat, 
and Cadwalhon, whoſe Lives doe follow.

Jago ap Idwal having fled to K Edgar prevailed ſo farre 
with him, that He brought an Army into Northwales to reſtore 
him to his right : He came as farre as Bangor, where he was 
honourably receĩ ved by Howell, who at his requeſt was conten- 
red his — ſhould have a ſhare in the Government, as 
he had in his father Fevafs time, Edgar then founded a new 
Church at Bangor on the South fide of the Cathedral! , which 
he dedicated to the bleſſed Virgin Mary: He confirmed the 
ancient libertics of that Sea, and beſtowed Lands and gifts up- 
on it; Then with Howel and Jago in his company, he march- 
ed towards Cheſter, where met him by appointment tix Kings 
more, viz, Keneth King of the Scots, Malcolme King of Cumber- 
land, Macon King, of Man, and Dyfawal, Siſretbus, and Ithel 
three Britiſh Kings; Theſe cight Kings having don him homage 
entred with him into his Barge, and rowed him, foure of each 
fide, from his Palace to the Church or the Monaſtery of S. Jobu 
the Baptiſt, and after Divine Service rowed him back againe to 
his Palace in great State.

Morgan Hen called in his younger years Morgan Mawr 
dyed about this time being a hundred years old, having li- 
ved fifty years after the death of his Wife Elen Daughter 
of Roderic the Great, by whom he had one ſonne called 
Owen. Morgan was a Valiant and a vitorious Prince well be- 
loved of his Subjects Owen the ſonne of Prince Howe! Dda 
ſome years before the death of Morgan layd chime to Titradwy 
and Ewyas (called the two ſleeves of Gwent Vwcbcoed )) being 
the right of Morgan, and ſeized upon them to his own uſe , bur 
the matter through the mediation of the Clergy and Nobility

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being by both parties referred to the deciſion of Edgar King 


. of England, it was adjudged by the ſaid King, that the ſayd 


Lands did of right belong to the ſaid Morgan, and to the Dio- 
ceſſe of Landaffe, and that Owen ap Howel Dda had wrongtully 
poſſeſſed himlelſe of the ſaid Lands. The charter of the (aid 
Award was made before the Arch biſhops , Biſhops , Abbots, 
Earles and Barons of England and Wales, and is kept at Lan- 
dafſe, as | have been informed by an old MS. called J Cytta 
cyvarwydd o Vorgannwg. In the old book of Landaffe there is 
alſo ſomewhat to the ſame purpoſe, but the miſtake: in both is 
that they make Howell Dda to be the intruder into the aid 
lands, who had been dead twenty years before King Edgar 
began his Reigne.

Fter that Howel the ſonne of ſevaf had expelled his 
Uncle out of the Land, he took the ſole Kule of it. 


And at that time Dwnwalhon Pzince of Strad- 

clwyd took bis journp to Rome. Then died Edwal- 

hon the tonne of Owen. Likewiſe Edgar King of England 
paſſed out of this tranſitory life after that be had built many 
Monaſteries. After him Edward his fonne was Bing, who 
when be had Keigned foure years was traiteroufly flaine 
thꝛough the malice of his ſtepmother , that ber ſonne Edred 
oz Edelred might enjop the Kingdome; who after his bo- 
thers death was Crowned King of the land. The yeare 976 
Encon the ſanne of Owen King of Southwales deſtroyed the 
land of Gwyr the ſecond time. The yeare enſuing Howel the 
ſonne of ſevat with a great Army both of Welſh and Engliſh 
made warre againſt ſuch as aſſiſted and maintained the cauſe 
of bis Uncle Jago, and ſpoyled the Countries of Lhyn and 
Kelynnoc Vawr: ſhoztly after Jago was taken by Howels men, 
and ſuffered to en jop his Part of the land peaceably. About 
the yeare 9 7 9 Edwal Vachan the ſonne of Edwal Voel was 
llaine by his nephew How:l. At this time Cuſtenyn Dhu, 
that is, Conſtantine the 18lack, ſon to ſago (who then was 
pꝛiſonet) hires Godfryd the ſonne of Haroald with his Danes, 
againſt his Couſen ; They both deſtroved Angleſey and Lhyn: 
Howel hereupon gathering his Army together, and ſerting 
upon them at a place called Gwayth Hirbarth obertbrety 
them, there Conſtantine was laine. Above this time, the 
Danes landed with VII ſþips at South-hampton , and ſpoyled

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$ They overcame alſo and ſpoyled the whole Country of Devon 
and Cornwal, burned the Towne of Bodman, and the Cathedrall 
Church of S. Petrokes , with the Biſhops houſe. Whereupon the 
Biſhops Sea was re meved from thence to S. Germans, where the 
ſame continued, untill the removing and uniting thereof unto 
Crediton. 

About this time died S. Dunſtan, who pzopbefied of much 
miſchiefe. and great deſtruction of the Land to enſue by the 
Danes. The yeare 98 1 Godfryd the ſonne of Haroald ga- 
thered a great Army, and landed in Weſtwales, where ſpopyl- 
ing all tbe land of Dy et, with the Church of S. Davids, he 
fought the battell of Lhanwanoc, Likewiſe in the yeare next 
enſuing, Duke Alfred with a great power of Engliſhmen 
ſpoyled and deſtroyed Brecknock, and a great part of the 
lands of Owen Pzince of Southwales , againſt whom Encon 
ſonne of the ſaid Owen, and Howel King of Northwales came 
with all their power, and oberthrew them in 1Battell , where 
the greateſt part of Alfreds Army was flaine, and the reſt put 
to flight. The yeare following, the Gentlemen of Gwents- 
land rebelled againſt their Pzince, and cruelly ſlue Eneon the 
ſonne of Owen who bad come thither to appeaſe them. This 
Eneon was a wozthy and Noble Gentleman, who did many 
notable acts in bis Fathers time , and left behind him two 
ſonnes, Edwyn g Theodor oz Tewdor Mawr,from which lat 
came the Kings oz Princes of Southwales, In the peare 98 4 
Howel the ſonne of Jevaf King of Wales entred England with 
an Army, where he was fought withall, and laine valiantly 
fighting. This Howel had no ſonne, but his Bzethren reigned 
in bis ſtead.

J FTER the death of Howel, his bzother Cad- 
walhon ſecond ſonne of levaf tooke upon bim 
the government of Northwales: bis firſt bufinefle 
was to make warte with his Couſin lonaval ſon 
of Meyric ap Edwal Voel, and the right Peite, whom be due: 
but Edwal, — youngeſt bot her, eſcaped out of bis bands. 
The yeare following, Meredyth the ſonne of Owen King oz 
Pꝛince of Southwales, with all bis power entred Northw X 
and in fight ſue Cadwalhon the ſonne of levaf, and Meyric his 
20ther, and ſo ſubdued the to bimſelfe. Petein a man 
map ſee how God puniſhed the wzong lago and levaf, the ſons 
of Edwal Voel, had done to their eldeſt bzother Meyric , who 
was firſt diſinherited, and afterward had bis eyes put out by 
them, and one of bis tonnes flaine. Firſt levaf was impziſoned 
by lago, then lago with bis tonne Conſtantine, by Howel the 
ſonne of levat : and aftesward the ſaid Howel, with bis bze- 
thren Cadwalhon and Meyric, were flaine and ſpoiled of all 
their lands.

the peare 9 8 6 Godfryd the ſonne of Haroald, en- 

tered the Jle of Angleſey the third time , took Lhy- 
warch the ſonne of Owen, and put out his eyes, He took 2000 
p2iſoners beſides. Mereupon Meredyth the Pzince, with the 
reſt , eſcaped and fled to Caerdigan. And there was a great 
murrain alſo among tbe cattell thzoughout all!\Wales. Then 
the Danes againe entred England with diverſe Armies, and at 
Weſtport and Witeſt oberthzew the Lozds of England, Go- 
dan and Britchwould: ſo that the King was compelled to hire 
the Danes witb the payment of 10000 pounds to libe quietly 
in the Land: and yet within a while after, the king himſelf

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Danes hy ſea, where he was overcome , 6 loft all his ſhips, * 
which were tatzen, with Alfricke Earle of Mercia Captaine of 
the ſame. After this the Danes ſpoiled Yorke, with Lyndſey, 
« went to Northumberland, where thep were put to flight hp 
Godwyn g Fridgiſt. About the ſame time Aulaffe g Swayn, 
ſailing bp the Thames, with 94. ſailes, beſieged London, 
which was valiantly defended. Wherefoze the Danes left 
their ſhips, entered the land, and cruelly with fire and ſwozy 
deſtroyed all Kent,Suffex, Surrey, and Hampſhire, Perebpon 
king Edelred fent to them foz peace, which be purchaſed with 
great ſummes of money and Wictuall; ſo that they lay peace- 
ably at Hampton that winter. hen Aulaffe bpon compoſition 
came to Edeſred, who receiued him woꝛthilp, and did ſo 
entertaine him, that be pꝛomiſed to depart the land, and ne- 
ver to returne, which Pꝛomiſe he faithfully kept. 

The yeare 987. died levaf the tonne of Edwal, who bad 


libed 
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lived many yeares a pzibate life. The ſame yeare alſo died 
Owen the ſon of Howel Dha, Pzince of Sourhwales. This 
Owen bad thzee ſongs, Encon, which died in bis Fathers time; 
| hywarch,who lot both bis eyes; and Meredyth toho C as is 
befoze declared) bad wonne Northwales, and after bis Fa- 
thers death took alſo to his poſſeſſton all Southwales, habing 
no reſpect to his bzother Encon's ſong,viz. Edwyn s Theodor 
o2 Tewdor, About the ſame time the Danes ſailed from 
Hampton along the coaſt, ſpoiling Deuonſbire g Cornwal; and 
ſo at the laſt landed in Southwales, and deftroied S. Dauids , 
Lhanbadarn, Lhanryſtyd, and Lhandydoch, ( which were all 
places of Religion; ) and did ſo much hurt in the country be- 
ſides, that to be rid of them, Meredyth was faine to agree 
with them, a to giue them a Peny fo2 every man within his 
Land, wbich was called The tribute df the blacke army. 

At this time Elwmaen the ſon of Abloic King of Ircland 
was lain, sa great number of people died foz hunger. The 
yeare 989 Owen the ſon of Dyfnwal was flaine. Within a 
reare after Meredyth King of Wales deſtroyed the totone of 
Radnor, at what time bis nepheto Edwyn the ſonne of Eneon, 
bauing to bis aid Puke Adelf, gnd a great army of Engliſh 
and Danes ſpoiled all the land of Meredyth in Southwalcs, as 
Caerdigan , Dyvet, Gwyr , Kydweli, and S. Dayids: where 
Fdwyn took Pledges of the chiefe men of thoſe Countreps. 
In the meane time this Meredyth with bis people did ſpoile 
Glamorgan, ſo that no place was free from ſtwozd and fire: 
but at the laſt Meredyth and Edwyn fell to an agreement, 6 
became friends. Soone after Cadwalhon the onely ſonne of 
Meredyth died. Meredyth being thus occupied, bad ſo much to 
doe in Southwales , that Northwales lap open to the enemy: 
which when the Danes perceived, they artiued in Angleſey, up- 
on Aſcenſſon day, o deſtroyed the whole Jle. MAbere vpon tbe 
Inhabitants of that Country received Edwal the ſonne of 
Meyric the right heire of Northwales,foz their Prince: in the 
yeare 99 2,the Nobility delivering both Pim 6 bis Brothers 
out of Pꝛiſon, where Meredyth had ſecured them as Pledyes. 
I beſe great troubles being paſt, tbere followed within a year 
after tuch famine and ſcarcity in Southwales, that many 
periſhed foz want of food.

His Edwal being in polleſſion of Northwales ſtudi⸗ 

ed to keep and defend his people from wꝛongs. 

But Meredyth ( the difference between bim and 

bis Nephew Edwya being compoſed) gathered to- 

gether all bis Power, intending to recover Northwales a- 

gaine, And Edwal meeting him at Lhangwm , overthrew bim 

there in Battell, Where Theodor oz Tewdor Mawr, Mere- 

dyth's Hephew, was flaine, who left bebind him two ſonnes, 

Rees and Rytherch, and a Daughter called Elen wife to Ble- 

thyn ap Maenyrch Loꝛd of Brecon. A little after this Swayn 

Matth. Weft. the tonne of Haroald deſtroyed the Jle of Man: and entring 

Northwales flew Edwal the Pzince thereof, who left behind 
him a ſonne called Jago. 

998 In the yeare of Chzilt 9 9 8, the Danes came again to S. 
Davids, deſtroying all befoſe them, and there they flew Mor- 
geney 02 rather Urgeney Biſhop of that Sea, The ſame peare 
alſo died Meredyth the forme of Owen King oz Pzince of 
Wales, leabing bebind him one only Daugbter called Angha- 
rad, which was married to Lhewelyn ap Sitſylht, and, after 
tis death, to Conuyn Hirdref, oꝛ (as others think) to Conuyn 
ap Gweryttan;ſhee bad Childzen by botb of them, which was 
the cauſe of much Marre and Piſchiete in Wales, as ſþall 
bereafrer appeare. 

A. D. 1000 the Danes ſpoyled Northwales, and the year 

aſier dyed Mor ap Gwyn, and Ivor Porthalarchi, 
| am prone to believe, it was not Tewdwr Mawr but his bro- 
ther Edwin that was ſlaine in the Battell forementioned, which 
alſo ſeems rather to have been fooght at Hengym in Ardudwy 
in Merionetbſhire then at Llungwm; for there are to this day 
certain Monuments of Victory to be ſeen, as ;heaps of ſtones, 
Tornb- ſtones, & Columnes,which they call Garneddi Hengwm. 
E4wyn the ſonne of Eneon, Meredyth's elder Brother, was 
the lawiull Heirc of Soathwales though difpoſſeſſed by Meredyth.

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He death of both theſe Pꝛinces (foz ſo much as Me- 
redyth had no iflue Male, and Edwal bad left be- 
hind bim a Child under age, not able to take the 

| charge of a Common - wealth) did cauſe much 

trouble to enſue : foꝛ in Northwales ſeberall did aſpire to the 
Gobernment, and ſought the Rule of the Land, as Conan the 
tonne of Howel, and Aedan the fonne of Blegored , who tried 
the matter in open field, where Conan was llaine in the yeare 
1003. 

4 I doe not know, neither could I ever find , what Colour or 
pretence of Title, this Aedan ap Blegored had to the Principality 
of Northwales, nor yet of whom he deſcended , or who came of 
him: whereas all the other Princes are notoriouſly known, of what 
F amilies they deſcended, and who came of them, Neither yet doe 
I read of au Blegored , whoſe ſonne be might be, except it be that 
Doctor of Law, of whom mention is made in the Laws of Howel 
Dha, bi Eſtate may be thought too meane to challenge the Princi- 
pality. He is reported to have Governed about XII years. Of the 
Ads by bim atchieved, there is very little written, ſaving of thoſe 
two Battels, the one wherein he overcame Conan ap Howel , and 
the other wherein be wat overcome himſelfe , and ſlaine with his 
foure ſonnes, by Lhewelyn ap Sitſylht. 

In the yeare 1004, Gulfath and Ubiad Jriſb Lo2ds, 
were taken by the Scots, and their eyes put out , which 
Scots did alſo deſtrop the Country and Towne ofDublyn. 
Likewiſe the Danes, who had deſtroyed againe Weſtwales went 
to England, ſpopling and þ the Land all befoze 
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them, eſpMa1ly Somerſetſhire , Dorſetſhire, and ſo thzough 
Hampſhire* and Suſſex, they came towards the KRiber of 
Thames without any Let oz Stap,and ſo ſailed along the Ki- 
ber to the place, where the Kiber Mydwey entreth the 
Thames, along which they came to Rocheſter, where they 
overthrew the Kentiſhmen that gave them battell. Edelred 
King of England was at this time in Cumberland the chiefe 
Den of the Danes, which land he bzought to his ſubiection:but 
in the meane while another army of Danes fought againe 
with the men of Somerſerſhirc, and got the victozy , and ruled 
the countrey at their pleaſure. Then Edelred bearing of the 
great wozthines of Richard Duke of Normandy fent to him 
fo? big Daughter Emma in marriage,thinking to habe ſucrour 
thereby: But God intending to puniſh the great ſinnes and 
enozmities of the Saxons moued the King thereto, that as they 
being inſtruments of Gods wzath, bnder colour of friends 
and hired ſoldiours, bad traiteroufly flaine the Brytaines, and 
dꝛiuen them out of their own land,ſo ſhould the Normans by 
colour of this affinity firſt enter the land as friends, and 
bzing ſuccour againſt the Danes, and afterward come as foes, 
and be the btter deſtruction of the Saxons and Angles: which 
was then fozeſeen and told the King by an Anachoret , who 
inſpired with the ſpirit of God, ſaw the plagues which be 
bad certainly appointed to fall bpon the Saxons : but the King 
puffed bp with pzide. and hope of this affinity, did pziuily 
wate to all the Engliſh Rulers thzough the realme, to kill the 
Danes in one night, who then liued peaceably ; this murther 
was cruelly executed bpon S. Brices dap at night. But yet the 
Danes would not giue over ſo with loſe. Therefoze the peare 
following, there came an army of them to Deuonſhire, and 
over - ran the land with fire  ſwo2zd,ſparing nothing that bad 
life, that they might revenge the murther of their Couſens. 
They raſed the citie of Exceſter , and flue Hugh the Norman, 
whom the Dueene had appointed Gouernour there. Then 
Almarus Earle of Deuon gathered a great armp out of Hamp- 
ſhire, Wiltſhire, and all the Country about, and met the Danes: 
but he and bis were put to flight, and the Danes purſued them 
to Wilton, and deſtroyed it and Salisbury, and returned to their 


ips with rich ſpoiles and great triumph.

And the yeare following, being 1004; Swayne a mightp 10 04- 

Pꝛince of Denmarke,ta whom God peedeſtinared the Crowne | 

of England, came with a great number of ſhips, laid ſiege to 

Norwich, and ſpoiled it, with whom Woltkettcl Duke of the 141. pag 243. 

Country made peace : yet the Danes, afrer they bad reſted a 

while, went to Thetford, which thep alſo ſpoiled, and return» 

ed to their ſhips with their pzey, and overthzew Duke Wolt- 

kettel (who had gathered and pzepared an army to fight with 

them) and ſo ſailed to their Countrey:And two yeares after 

returned againe with their companions,ftre,ſwozd and ſpoile, 

and landed at Sandwich, which they burned,and made England Ho/.pag,2 44. 

quake as a reed in the toind, and thence ſailed to Wight, where 

they wintered till Chziſtmas, and then entred Hampſhire, and 

paſſed in diberſe Bands through the land to Reding, Walling- 

ford and Colley, devouring ſuch virtuals as they found in the 

houſes,and paying with ſwo2d and fire at their departing.And 

at their returne they met neare Eſſington the army of the 

Weſtlaxons, which did notbing but trouble them with killing, 

and faded them with ſpoile, and ſo paſſed by the Gates of 

Winchefter, with much triumph to Wight; and all this wbile 

was King Edelred at his Mannour in Shropſhire full of cares 

and troubles, And then the Nobility of England hought peace 

of the Danes foz 30000 pound. In which time of Peace 

Edelred made an Oꝛder, that of every 3co Pides of land J. Hur. 

through the Kealme, there ſhould he a ſhip made and furni- 

ſbed, and of ebery 8 Þides, a Cozſelet and a Þelmet. An Vide 

containeth as much ground as a plough may eare bp the year. 

Beſides theſe the King had a Paby from Normandy , which 

being all together at Sandwich , was one of thegreateſt that 

ever was (een in Brytain, But it happened ſo, that where , cf. 

the King bad baniſhed one Wilnot a Noble man of Suffex , he Marr. f. 

fell a roving upon the Sea , and troubled all paſſages and 
Uicuallers. 
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Mictuallers. Then Brightrych hzother to the Traitoz Edric 
Earle of Mercia, pzomiſed the King to bing befoze him Wil- 
not either alive oz dead, but it hapned otherwiſe , foz there 
fell ſuch a tempeff, that be was dꝛiben of fozce to the ſboze, 
where many of bis ſhips were loſt, and the reſt Wilnot and bis 
Company ſet on fire and burned. Then Brightrych, being a- 
baſbed at this infoztunate beginning, returned again along 
the Thames to London, 

Sboztly after there landed a Naby-of Danes at Sandwich, 
and ſo paſſed by land to Canterbury, with a mind to deſtroy 
the City: but the Citizens bought their peace foz 30000 
pound. And the Danes paſſed firſt thzough Kent, Suffex, Hamp- 
ſhire, and Barkſhire, where King Edclred with all the power 
of England met them : notwithſtanding being perſwaded by 
the Traitoz Edric , he would not fight with them, ſo that 
they returning back by London ( wbich City defended it 
ſelfe manfully) went to their ſhips. But the peare following 
tbey landed again at Ipſwich upon Aſcenſim dap, and there 
overcame and put to flight Duke Wolſſcettel, who fought with 
them. Then paſſing from thence to Cambridge, thep met 
tbe Kings ſiſters ſonne with bis Army, whom they flew, and 
with bim Duke Oſwyn, toith Edwyn and Wolfrike Earles, 
and after took their way by Efſex towards Thames, leaving 
no part of cruelty unpꝛactiſed by the wap. And along the Ri- 
ver ſide tbey went to Oxford , which they bad burned the pear 
befoze, and fo to the three caſtles upon Ouze, Buckingham, 
Bedford and Huntingdon, and deſtroped Godmanchefter, which 
was then a-faire Towne, and burned Northampton , and at 
Cbziftmas returned to their ſþips- The next yeare following 
when they bad ſpoiled all the land from Trent Soutbward, 
they laid liege to the City of Canterbury, and won it by the 
treaſon of one Almarike (wbom Alfcge the Archbiſhop had de- 
libered from death) and left nothing bebind them , but bloud 
and aſbes, carrying the Archbiſpop with others to their 
ſþips , whom they cruelly lew afterward. Mithin a while 
after, Swayn King of Denmarke came along the Humber to 
Gainsbourgh, to whom Vitred Duke of Northumberland 
with all his people, and all Linſey with the Countries Nozth 
of Matlingſtreet became ſubjects, and gabe him boſtages.

Wihereupon Swayn finding bis enterpriſes ſuccesfull , com- 
mitted his Naby to Cnute his ſonne, and went bimſelfe to 
Oxford and Wincheſter , which Cities with all the Coun- 
tries about acknowledged bim foz their King. Then be came 
to London, where King Edelred was, but the Citizens defen- 
ded the City ſo manfully and baliantly, that Swayn returned 
to Wallingford , and ſo to Bath, and received bomage of all 
Weftſaxon , and afrerward coming to London, received the 
City to mercy, and was called King thzoughout the Land. 
Then Edelred perceiving all things to goe againſt bim, fled . 49. 
to Normandy, to his Wife and bis two ſonnes, Edward and 15. Cafor. 
Alfred, whom be bad ſent thither befoze. And_Swayne , Sim.Duzct, 
after be had bzought tbe whole land to bis o z dyed 
ſuddainly, after whoſe death, the Danes choſe Cnute big fonne 
ſoꝛ their King; but the Engliſhmen ſent for Edelred home a- 
gaine. who coming with a great Army deſtroyed Lynſey, // pag. 248. 
becauſe that Pzobince was become ſud jed to Cnute ; gwihich | 
thing when Cnute underſtood being at Ipſwich, he cut off the 
hands and noſes of all the Pledges that de bad, and retu 
to Denmarke. About this time, Brian Ring of Ireland, a 
Murcath his ſonne, and other Kings of that land ſubject to 
bim, did gather a great Power againſt Sutric the ſonne of A- 
bloic King of Dyuelyn, and Mailmorda King of L agines; 
wbich Sutric hired a number of ſtrangers, all armed men, and 
robers upon the ſeag to bis ſuccour, and gabe Brian battell, 
where the ſapd Brian and bis tonne were flaine, and on the o- 
ther fide Mailmorda,and Broderike Captain of the ſtrangets. 
In the yeare 1013 , Cnute came again from Denmarke, and 1013. 
landed in Weſtſex, and ſpoyled all the Country. Then Edric 1. c. 
with Edmund King Edelreds baſtard ſonne, gatbered an At- 
mp, but pet they durſt not give him Batcell. Then went Ed- 
mund to Vitred Duke of Northumberland, and together they 
tpopled Statford(hire , Leyceſterſhire, and Shropſhire. Cnute 
likewiſe, upon the other ſide , came doYone though Buckin- 
gham(hire, Bedfordſhire , Huntingdonſbire, and ſo by Stafford 
paſſed toward Yorke, to whom Vitred came and peelded bim- 
ſelfe, pet be loſt bis life, whoſe poſſeſſions Cnute gabe to one 
Egricke, and made him Duke in his ſtead, whereupon Edmund 
went to his Father, which lay mo at London. 1 — 
returne 
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returned to bis ſbips, and ſailed to the Thames mouth, and 
up the River towards London: but befoze be came thither, 
Edelred was departed, after he bad reigned with much trou- 
ble and miſery 37 years... After whoſe death, the Engliſhmen 
choſe bis baſe tonne Edmund, ſurnamed Ironſide for his 
ſtrength and hardines in Mar, to be their King. This Ed - 
mund went to Weſtſex, and bzought all that Country to his 
ſubjection. Then the Danes laid ſiege to London, and made a 

reat trench about it, that no man could eſcape out; and gabe 
dmund battell (who came to raiſe the ſiege) at Proman by 
Gillingham, where Edmund had the bpper band. The ſe- 
cond batte!l fought at Caerſtan, wherein Edric, Almar and 
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after a long fight the night parted both the Armies. The 
third battell was at London, where Edmund purſued the 
Danes to their ſhips, and entred the City triumphantly ,and 
two days after they fought the fourth Battell at Brenſord, 
from whence Edmund bare the honour away: and went to 
gather a new Army, whiles Cnute did befiege London by 
Water and Land, but it was manfully defended. Then Ed- 
mund with his Army paſſed the Thames at Brentford , and en- 
tred into Kent, and fought the fift Battell, where the Danes 
fled as ſbeep befoze him, but he ſtaied the purſuit by the wic- 
bed counſell of the Traitoꝛ Edric, whom be had received to 
mercy 6 made Steward of the Land; this Battel was fought 
at Efſedowne in Eſſex, with the whole power of the Danes 
and Engliſhmen, there Edmund ſhewed bis pꝛowes, and foz- 
ſaking bis place, which was betwirt the D2agon and the 
Standard, he entred the Army of bis enemies, bzeaking their 
thickeſt rankes, and compelling the pzoudeſt of them to turne 
their backs. Which when Edric ſaw, fearing the overthzow 
of the Danes, he cried aloud, Fledd Engle,Fledd Engle, Edmund 
is Dead: and thereupon fled with bis people , all the Army 
following bim, to the great (laughter of the Engliſh ; there 


| Hol.pag. 24%. were flaine there Edmund, Alfric, Godwyn , and Ultkertel, all 


Dukes, and all the Chevalry of England. After which victo- 
rp, Coute entred London, and was Crowned King of the 
Land. And Edmund having gathered bis Army together they 
met in Gloceſterſlire, but both Armies fearing one the other 


were 
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were loth to fight, fo that they mobed the Kings to make an 
end of this crnell bloudſhed by Combat,wbereunto both Pzin- X#:1.pag.: 55, 
ces agreed, and the place being appoynted, fought together Marr. eff. 
manfully, and they were both of them found ſo Maliant and Pe. 499+ 
Wozthy men, as few the like. But Cnute fearing tbe incom - Ct. 
parable ſtrength of Edmund moved him to accozd , whereun:- 
to be agreed: Thereupon Peace was concluded with much 
jop, that Edmund ſhould Reigne in Weſtſcx , and Cnute in 
Mercia: and fo they departed, Cnute to London, and Edmund 
to Oxford, where be was traiterouſly murthered by a ſonne 3% Dre 
of Edric with a ſharpe knife, as be was at the Pzibie. Edric Fabian. 
being quickly certifyed of the deed came to Cnute (with much Marr, Weft. 
joy) and greeted bim as only King of England, declaring bow 7% 01. 
Edmund was flaine at Oxford. Lo whom Cnute replied, that 
foz his good ſerbice be would reward bim, as bis deſerts te- . We/?. 
quired, and ſet him above all the Nobles of England; There. P“. 02. 
upon be cauſed his Þead to be cut off fozthwith, and to be ſet 
upon a Pole, on the bigheſt Tower in London, and then be 
cauſed execution to be done upon all the other, that were 
conſenting to the murther. In the yeare 1015 Lhewelyn 1015 
the ſonne of Sitſylht raiſed a great power againſt Aedan, who 
bad by uſurpation polleſſed bimſelfe of the rule of North- 
wales, and babing flaine bim with bis foure tennes in bat- 
tell (witbout any reſpect to Jago (oz James) the ſonne of Ed - 
wal the right beire) be took upon bimſelfe the name and au- 
thoritp of King of Wales. This Lhewelyn was deſcended 
from tbe Kings of Wales by his Mothers fide, whoſe name 
was Trawſt, Daughter to Eliſe, ſecond tonne to Anarawd, „ py,p?. 
the eldeſt tonne of Roderike the Great: Me bad to wife An- 
gharat, the only daughter of Meredyth Pꝛince of Southwales, 
and ſo by theſe means be claimed and enjoyed the right of 
both Countries, as bereafter ſhall be declared, 
q Elyftan Glodrydd Prince of Ferlix, or the Country be- 
tween Vy and Severne, who is reckoned the th Royall Tribe 
of Cambria, reigned about this time. Our Writers ſtile him al- 
ſo Earle of Hereford, Aibelſtan King of England was his God- 
father, and gave him his own name at his Baptiſme. 
Edelſtanus eum ſacro de forte levavit, ; R. Powe. 
Infantiq; dedit proprium de _— nomen. K 
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He was the ſon of Cybelyn ap vor ap Severus ap Cadwr 
Wenwyn,and ſo to Caſnar Wiedig ap Gloyw Vlad lydan ¶ that 
is, with the large Dominions ) the ſon of Texantivs and Bro- 
ther of Cynobelinus Kings of Britaine, as Fevan Exechva, who 
lived in the dayes of Henry the 6th hath left upon record, 
which alſo an old MS. in Parchment written about 200 years 
before his time witneſſe th concerning the ſaid Gloyw: But 
Rich. Powel of Ednop in Shropſhire Eſq. a Gentleman well ſeen 
in the Antiquities of Vales, and lineally deſcended from the 
ſayd Elyſtan ſayth,Gloyw was the ſonne of Arviragus, the ſonne 
of Cynobelinus , and not the ſon of the Emperour Claudius , as 
Jeffrey of Monmouth would have it. Our Antiquitics ſay, that 
the poſterity of Caſnar Mledig the ſonne of Gloyw had their 
habitations on both ſides of Severne, as in Powis, Aruſtli, Ceri, 
Cydewen, K adnor ſhire, being the Lands and Poſſeſſions of Ble- 
thyn ap Convyn, Trahayrn ap Caradoc, Elyſtan Glodrydd, and of 
their Anceſtors deſcended from the ſayd Caſuar: So were alſo 
Gloceſter, Worceſter, Ewyu, Erging, and the reſt of Herefordſhire 
with Gwerthrynion and Buellt, the Lands of {Vortigern King 
of Britaine, whoſe Pedegree Gilda Albanins deriveth to the 
ſayd Gloyw thus,Guorthigern map Guorthinen map Guitaul map 
Guitolin map Glovi. Bonus, Paulus & Mauron fucrant tres filii 
Glovi , qui #dificavit Urbem magnam ſuper ripam fluminis 
Sabrine, quz vocatur Britannico ſermone Caer Glovi, Saxoni- 
ce Glouceſter. But this Glovi cannot be the ſame with the for- 
mer Gloyw, unleſſe It might ſo happen that ſome names have 
been left out in the Pedigree between Vortigern and Glovi. Al- 
ſo wee read in the ſame Author, that Embrifius (commonly 
called Ambroſivs Aurelianw ) King and Monarch of Britaine 
gave anto Paſcen the ſonne of Vortigern upon his ſubmiſſion 
{ome part of his Fathers inheritance, ta wit, Buellt and Gwer- 
thrynion, which{according to Nennius) he left to his ſonne Br in- 
cat father of Mempric father of Paul father of Eldoe father of 
Eldat fathzr of Merwydd father of Gueven father of Tbeudibir 
King of Buellt father of Fermael King of Gwertbrynion, both 
which laſt named lived together as may be gathered out of 
Ninnius and Samuel Beulan, about the yeare of our Lord 820. 
But how the forementioned lands came to Elyſtan and his An- 
ceſtors a 100 ycars after, I have not yet learned, His Mother 
was Rbieing ar the daughter and heire of Grono ap Tuder Tre-

Sir Wil- 
liam Thomas of Aber in Carnarvonſhire Kt, Granchild to Sir 
William Thomas of Llangathan in Carmarthenſhire Kr, deſcen- 
ded from Elyſtan. Lewis Owen of Penyarth in Merionethſhire on 
a Learned, accompliſhed Gentleman comes alſo from him, ſo 
Hugh ap Jobn ap Hugb of Llanvendiged.

Fter that Lhewelyn the ſon of Sitſylht had taken in- 
to bis hands the gouernment of Wales, all things 
pzoſpered: the earth bzought fozth double to the 

| time befoze paſſed,the people pzoſpered in all their 
affaires, and multiplied wonderfully,tbe cattell encreaſed in 
great number,ſo that there was neither begger noꝛ pooze man 
from the South to the Nozth ſea, but every man bad plenty, 
euerp bouſe a dweller, and euery towne inbabitants- Now in 
tbis time Cnute married Emme ſometimes wife to Edelred, 
and mother to Alfred and Edward, and ſent Edmand and 
Edward the fonnes of Edmund Ironfide to Hungary to be 
Ran. Cefl. Maine, but the King of Hungary cheriſhed them as bis own 
lib. 6. cap. 18, childzen. King Cnate alſo lebied upon the land a great ſubſt⸗ 
dy of 72000 pounds, beſides 11000 pounds, which the Citi- 
1019 3ensof London payd. In the yeare 1019 Meyric the ſonne 
of Arthpoel raiſed a great Army againſt Lhewelyn King oz” 
Pzince of Wales, who met him in the Field, manfully due 
bim, and difcomfited bis people. Alſo this yeare Cnute with 
Ran, Cefl.ib. a great Navy ſailed to Denmarke , and made warre againſt 
the Vandals, who had a great Army in the field, which Cnute 
oberthzeto by the pꝛowes of Earle Godwyn, and the Engliſh- 
men, which made bim lobe them the better ever after. 

In the peare 1020, à certain Scot of low birth came to 
Southwales, who naming himſelfe Run the ſonne of Meredyth 
their late King, was by the Nobility, which lobed not Lhew- 
clyn, exalted to the Kegall Thzone, and taken fo: their King; 
which when Lhewelyn heard, be gathered bis * * 
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Northwales, and advanced towards Run, who had gotten all 


the ſtrength of South wales together at Abergwili, where with 
great pꝛide be abode the coming of Lhewelyn. But when 
both Armies were ready to joyne, Run full of brags and 
crakes encouraged his people to fight, pzomiſing them the vi⸗ 
ctory; yet be bimſelfe (following the Pzoberb, which biddeth 
a man to ſet on bis dog, and not to run after bim) ſet on bis 
people to fight it to the uttermoſt, and withdzew himſelfe pꝛi- 
vilp out of the way: whereas upon the contrary part,Lhewe- 
lyn , like a bold and couragious Pzince, came befoze bis peo- 
ple, calling for the bile Scot Run, that durſt ſo bely a Pꝛinces 
bloudz fo both the Armies joyned Battell with much malice 
and hatred, the one party was not ſo couragious to defend the 
quarrell of fo worthy a Pꝛince of their oton bloud, as the o- 
ther was obſtinate in the cauſe of a ſtranger: in the end, after 
great laughter upon either part, the Northwales men re- 
membzing their old victories, and encouraged by the pzowes 
of their Prince, put their enemies to fligbt, and purſued Run 
fo narrowly, that all big Scottiſh ſþifrs could not ſabe bis 
life, and ſo returned home with great ſpoyple and pzey. Then 
Lhewelyn ruled all the land quietly , but the year following 
be was flaine by Howel and Meredyth the ſonnes of Edwyn, 
leabing behind him a ſonne named Gruffyth ap Lhewelyn. 

It is not recorded in Hiſtory, of what Stock or Linage 
Lbewelyn ap Sitſyllt Paternally deſcended, nor have we in a+ 
ny of our Books his Coat of Armes, or the Coat of his ſonne 
Prince Griffth ap Llewelyn. The houſe and land of the ſayd 
Llewelyn and his ſonne Griffith being at Ruthlen (which was a 
part of that Country Anarawd gave to the Northerne Britons 
of Cumbria in England, and Stratclwyd in Scotland to inhabite) 
it is probable they might be deſcended from one of thoſe No- 
ble ſtrangers that ſeared themſelves there; Poſſibly the intereſt 
and Relations Sitſylt (Llewelyns Father) had in Cumberland 
might induce Edmund King of England to make uſe of his aſ- 
fiftance, when he marched with an Army againſt Dunmail King 
of Cumbria. Of Ednowen Bendew. 

Ednowain Bendew Lord of Tegaing!, one of the 15 Tribes of 
Gwyneth,lived A. D. 1015 in the time of Prince Llewelyn ap 


Sitſyllt according to Mr Powel of Ednop's verſes, but in a — 
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cited by Peter Ella, wherein it is ſayd he was the Chiefeſt of the 
15 Tribes, we may find that he liyed aſter, in the yeare 1079.

Fter the death of Lhewelyn, Jago 82 James the fon 
of Edwal took upon bim the rule of Northwales ag 
right PÞeire thereof, And Rytherch the fonne 
of Jeſtyn governed Southwalcs by ſtrong band. 
Cnute King of England about this time made a boyage to An. ces. 
Denmarke and Swethen, againſt Ulf aud Alaf, who bad ſtirred . 5. 
up the Finlanders againſt bim, he bad a cruel with them, 
loſt a great number of bis Army, as well ſhmen as 
Danes ; and after bis returne to England, he made bis jour- 
ney to Rome in great pompe and glory, not becauſe be 7, c.. 
thought by that journey to be clenſed from his ſinnes , but 
that bis ambitious mind might habe the pzaiſe and fame of 
the Wozld, foz bis rich gifts and Pzincely bebabiour , and 
what bolinefle be learned there, it appeared at bis returne. 
. Foz fozthwith be entred Scotland with a great Army, a- 
gainſt Malcolme the Pzince thereof, who deGred Peace, and 
became bis Subject, wir two other Kings of the Orkneys, 
and Ewyft, Molbeath and Jermare. 

About the yeare 1031 the lriſh-Scots entred South- 1031 
wales, by the means of Howel and Meredyth , the fonnes of 7»» ne, 
Edwyn ap Encon ap Owen ap Howel Dha, who bired rbem a. % & 
gainſt Rytherch ap Jeftyn, tohom they diſcomfited and flew, n. 
and by chat means attained unto the governement of South- 
wales, which they two ruled joyntly, but pet with ſmall 
quierneſſe, foz the ronnes of Rytherch gathered a number Rees. 
of ſuch as were their Fathers friends to revenge bis death, ©. 
with whom Howel and Meredyth met at Hyarthwy , and af-- 
tet a long diſpute put them to flight.

Danes to bis aid againſt Prince Gruffych, who met bis enemies in 
the field, and overcame them, and ſlue the ſaid Edwyn, but How- 
el eſcaped by flight. After which viftory Gruffyth made ſundry f. Nd. 
invaſions into the Marches towards Hereford , and always retur- 
ned with great ſpoyles. 
When Gruffych bad bzougbt all Wales under bis Domint- 
on, be returned to Northwales again. The yeare infuing, 
1038 Herman Archbiſhop of Menevia oz S. Davids died, a 1038. 
man both learned and Godly. The year next following, How- 
el King of Sourhwales gathered a great power of his friends 
and ſtrangers, and entred the Land, intending to recover it 
againe- Wherefoze Grutfyth like a woztby Pzince. came 
with all ſpeed to ſuccour bis people, and meeting with Howel 
at Pencadair, aftex he had encouraged his Souldiers, — 
2 im 
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him Battell, and oberthzew him , and purſued bim fo nar- 
rowly , that he took Howels wife, whom he had bzought to 
the field to ſee the oberthrow of Gruffyth, but it fell out o- 
therwife, and Gruffych liked her ſo well that he kept ber fo 
bis Concubine. | 
About this time, Haroald King of England dyed, and bis 
bzother Hardy cnute Keiyned in bis Read, a Noble and a libe- 
rall Pꝛince, who (as it is repozted) cauſed bis Tables to be 
covered and furniſhed four times eber day, foz ſtrangers and 
all comers, and after be had Keigned two years, he dyed at 
Lambeth in the floure of bis age. After his death, the Eng- 
liſh tent foꝛ Alfred the eldeſt ſon of Edelred from Normandy, 
tut that meſſage pleaſed not Earle Godwyn, who was the 
moſt potent man in the Land, becauſe be knew the young 
Pzince to be Couragious and ſtout , and therefoze one that 
would not ſuffer him to rule the Land as he intended to doe. 
Therefoze he perſwaded the People that Alfred, toho had 
come well accompanied with Normans , bad pzomiſed them 
the whole rule of the Land, thereupon they took all the Nor- 
mans and bound them, and after ward tithed them, putting e⸗ 
very tenth man to death. And yet they thought there were 
two many, wherefoze they tithed them the ſecond time, and 
led Altred from Gilford (where this cruelty was committed) 
to Gillingham, and there put out his eyes, and remobed him 
from thence to Ely where be was pitifully murthered. Af- 
terward they ſent foz Edward the pounger ſonne , whom 
they received as King the year following, after that he had 
married Godwyns daughter, Me in the firſt year of his Reign 
baniſbed Earle Swayne, konne to the ſaid Earle Godwyn, 
who was received of the Earle of Flanders. In the peare 
1041 Howel came againe to South wales, and remained 
there a while: and ſhoztlp after a number of ſtrangers landed 
in Weſt wales and ſpopled the Country, againſt whom Howel 
gathered a number of People, and fought with them, and 
dꝛo ve them to their ſhips with much lolle. 

At this time Conan the ſonne of Jago (who bad fled to lre- 
land to ſave bis life) with the power of Alfred oz Auloedd 
King of Develyn, whoſe daugbter Ranulph oz Ranullt he had 
married, entred Northwales, and by Treafon had taken Gruf- 


fyth 
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fyth the ang, and carried him towards the ſhips: but when 
it was known, the Country upon the ſudden followed the l- 
riſhmen, and overtaking them reſcued their Pzince, and pur- 
ſued their enemies ( with much Alaugbter) to their ſhips, who 
returned ſtreight with Conan to Ireland. The years folloto- 
ing, Howel the tonne of Owen — of Glamorgan dyed, being 
a man full of years. Then Howel 4h Edwyn called to bis 
ſuccour Danes and Engliſhmen, with all the power be could 
make in Southwales. gathereof Graffyth being certified, ga- 
thered bis power together in Northwales, and came on cou- 
ragtoufiy to meet his enemies, (whom he bad twice befoze 
diſcomfited) and overcame them, and cbafed them, as farre as 
the ſpzing of the river Towy, where after a long and dange- 
rous battell Howel was flaine, and bis Army diſcomfited, and 
ſo narrowly purſued, that few eſcaped alibe. After bis death 
Rytherch and Rees the ſong of Rytherch «p Jeſtyn aſpiring . 50; 
again to the rule and gobernment of Southwales, which their Mar. Hef. 
father had once got, gathered a great Army, as well of dttan- 
gers,as out of Gwentland and Glamorgan , and met with 
Gruffyth Ring of Wales, who after his accuſtomed manner 
looſing no time , but couragiouſly animating bis men with 
rhe remembꝛance of their fozmer foztune and Uictozies under 
his Standard, jopned Battell with bis enemies, whom be 
found diſpoſed to abide, and to regaine the honour which be- 
foze they bad loſt: when they met, the fight was cruel and 
bloudy, and continued till night, which eaſily parted both Ar- 
mies being weary with fighting, And either fearing other re- 
turned to their Countries, to gather more ffrength. This year 
Joſeph Wiſhop of Teilo oz Landaf dyed at Rome, The Land 
being thus quieted , Gruffyth ruled all Wales without anp 
trouble: till about two years after, the Gentlemen of Yſtrad 
Towy did by treaſon kill 140 of the Pzinces beſt Souldiers, 
to revenge whoſe death King Groffych deſtroped all Dyvet 
& Yſtrad Towy. It is alſo to be noted here, that ſuch ſnow fell 
this year, that it lap upon the earth from the Kalends af 
January, to the 14 of March. About this time, Lothen and 
Hyrling landed at Sandwich with a great number of Danes, 
and after they had ſpoyled the Towne, they returned to their 
ſþips, and ſailed to Flanders, and ſold their booties , yr 
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fo ſailed to their Conntry. At this time alſo Earle Swayne 
returned to England, and came to bis Fathers bouſe at Pe- 
veneſe , and humbly beſougbt his Father, and his Bzethren 
Haroald and Tofty , to pzocure bim the Kings Favour. So 
Earle Beorned pzomiſed to intreat the King foz him, and 
went with Swayne to his ſhips, where he was traiteroufly 
murthered , and bis body left upon the ſhoze, untill bis 
friends, being certifyed of the ſame, fetched bim away , and 
buried bim at Winchefter, where bis Uncle King Cnute had 
been buried befoze. Swayne habing committed this wicked 
fact, ſailed againe to Flanders, and continued there, till bis 
father made peace with the King, and bzought him in favour 
againe about a peare after. 

In the peare 105 0 Conan the ſonne of Jago did gather 
an Army of his friends in Ireland, minding to recober his 
inheritance againe, and as he ſailed towards Wales, there a- 
roſe ſuch a tempeſt, that it ſcattered his Naby abzoad, and 
dꝛowned moſt of his ſhips, ſo that he was diſappointed of his 
purpoſe, and quite loſt bis labour. Shoztly after, Robert 
Archbiſhop of Canterbury, accuſed Earle Godwyn and bis 
ſonnes, Swayne and Haroafd of Treaſon , and the Queene of 
Adultery, who becauſe they refuſed to appeare, being called 
befoze the King, were baniſhed the Land, and the Queene put 
away from the King , whereupon Godwyn with Swaynz 
fled to Flanders, and Haroald to Ireland. 

+ Euſtace Earle of Bologne , the Father of Godfrey, having 
marryed Goda King Edwards ſiſter, the widow of Walter de 
Maunt, came to England to his brother in Law, and as be was re- 
turning home againe one of his ſervants killed a man at Canter- 
bury (or at Dover,as Matth. Weftm. hath it ) whereof grew great 
inconveniency and ſlaughtey on both fides : whereupon Fuſtace re- 
turning again, made a grievous complaint to King Edward a- 
gaiuſt the Kentiſhmen, whoſe part Earle Godwyn took, becauſe 
they were of his County. But Eoſtace by the ſuggeſtion of Robert 
Archbiſhop of Canterbury / who bated Gadwyn and his ſonnes) 
ſo incenſed King Edward egeint bim and the Kentiſhmen , that 
Godwyn aud his ſonnes were ſent for, to anſwer the matter before 
the King at Gloceſt:r, Whereupon Godwyn fearing the Kings 
diſpliaſure (who could never brooke him ſithence the death of his

brother Alfred) gatbered an Army out of Kent and the Conntrys 
where his ſonnes ruled, and ſo came towards Gloceſter , reporti 
abroad, that all this preparation was made to reſiſt Gruffych 
Prince of Wales, who ( 45 they affirmed) was ready with an army 
to invade the Marches. King Edward being certifyed by the 
Welſhmen, that there was no ſuch thing in band, commanded 
Godwyn to ſend backe bis army, and to come in perſon to anſwer, 
according to the order of law, Which when be refuſed to doe,the 
King by the aduiſe of Earle Leotrike appointed a Parliament and 
meeting at London, to take order in theſe matters,Where the King 
came with a grear army out of Mercia and other weſterne countrys 
Then Godwyn remaining with bis army in Southwerke, and 
perceiuing bow that divers of bis friends diſappointed bim, and 
other daily forſook, him and went to the Kings part, deſpairing to 
be able to with ii and the Kings proceedings againſt bim,conveyed 
bimſelſe away priuih with his ſonnes, aud fled out of the land, 
Wherevpon King os cs mms" bim and bis ſonnes Outlawss, 
confiſcated their goods, and gaue their lands to other of his nobility. 

Then the King gaue to Adonan the Earldome of Devon- 
ſhire and Dorſetſhire, and to Algar ſonne of Earle Leofrick 
the earldome of Haroald. eue rtheleſſe Godwyn and Swayne 
got men and ſbips in Flanders, and ſailed to the Jle of Wight, 
which they ſpoiled,as they alſo did Portland. At the ſame time 
Haroald coming from Ireland. and wafting alongſt the ſhoare, 
ſpoiling the country as be went, at length mer with bis 
father o bzother,who being together burned Pevenſey,Romney 
Heath, Folkſton, Douer, and Sandwich, gentring the Thames 
deſtroyed Sheppey, c burned the Kings bouſes at Middltowne, 
and afrerward ſailed bp towards London, where by the wap 
they met with the King,and ſo ſailed with bim, a when they 
were even ready to fight,an accozd was made by means of Bi- 
ſbop Stigand , in ſuch ſozt that the King reſtozed them their 
lands and goods, tooke bome the Queene, and baniſhed the 
Archbiſhop with all the Frenchmen , which bad put that ſu- 
ſpicion in the Kings bead.

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A little after that , Oſwald Carle of Northumberland, 
when be beard that bis ſonne was flaine in Scotland, whither 
be had ſent bim with Fozces to Conquer it, asked whether 
bis deaths wound was in bis bzeſt oz in his back; and they 
ſaying, in bis bzeſt , be anſwered, J am right glad thereof, 
foz I would not wiſh me noz my ſonne to dye otherwiſe. 
Then King Edward entred Scotland, and overcame rbe King 
in Battell, and ſubdued the whole Land to bimſelfe. The 
peare following, Earle Godwyn dyed at the Kings table, 
choaked with a piece of 1Bzead, whoſe Earledome Haroald bis 
— bad, and Algar Earle of Cheſter had the Earledome of 

aroald. 

About this time Makbeth King of Scotland cauſed 4 Noble 
man of his (named Bancho ) to be cruelly murthered , whereupon 
Fleance the ſonne of the ſayd Bancho eſcaping the bands of Mak- 
berth, fled ro Gruffyth ap Lhewelyn Prince of Wales, where being 
joy fully received & entertained courteouſiy, he grew into ſuch favor 
with the ſayd Prince, that notblug was thought too good for bim. 
But in proceſſe of time Fleance forgetting the curteſy to bim ſhewed, 
fell in love with the Princes daughter , and got ber with child. 
Which thing tbe Prince tooke in ſo ill part, that he in a rage cauſed 
Fleance to be kild, holding his daughter in moſt · vile eſtate of 
ſervitude, for ing ber ſelſe to be defloured by a ſtranger. At 
length ſhe was deliuered of a ſonne, which was uamed Walter, who 
in few yeares proved a man of great courage and valiancy, in 
whom from bis childhood appeared a certaine noblenes of mind, 
ready to attempt any great enterpriſe. This Walter on @ time fell 
ont with one of bis companions,who in that beat of contention obje- 
Ged vnto him, that be was but a ba/tard,Which reproach ſo grieved 
Walter, that be fell vpon the other, and ſlrw him; wherevpon ſear- 
ing the puniſhment of the law, be fled into Scotland, where be fell 
into the company of thoſe Engliſhmen which were come thither 
with Qucene Margaret the ſi/ter of Edyar Fdeling, among i whom 
he ſhewed himſelf ſo diſcreet and ſober in all his demeanor, that he 
was highly ejteemed of all men: and ſo attaining to higher reputa- 
tion and credit, was afterward employed in the affaires of the 
Common wealth, and at length made Lord Steward of Scotland, 
receiving the Kings revenues of the whole Realme. From which 
office he and his pojterity reteined that ſurname of Steward ever 
aſter, 
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after. The moſt Noble Kings of Scotland of the Family of Stew- 
ards, beſides many other Dukes, Marqueſſes, Earles, and Barons 
of Great Fame and Renowne, deſcended from bim. 

Alſo at this time, Siward that woꝛthy Earle of Northum- 
berland , being bzought to the point of death with the bloudy 
flux, be wailed his miſchance, that be bad eſcaped in many a 
dangerous Wattell, and now ſbouſd dye ſuch a filthy and 
cowardly death, and calling bis friends and bis men about 
bim, commanded them to ſet him in his chaire, to Arme 
bim at all points, 5 to put bis ſhield in the left band, 9 ſo be 
made an end of bis woꝛthy life. Þis Earledome, becauſe bis 
Sonne was within years, was giben to Toſty Godwyns 
ſonne. 

In the yeare 1054 Gruffyth the tonne of Rytherch a Je- 105 4. 
ſtyn, did gather a great number, as well ctrangers as others, ; 
againſt Gruffych ap Lhewelyn King oz Pzince of Wales, but 
commonly called King of Northwales: who pzotracting no 
time, met him, fought with bim, and flew bim. Sboztly af- 
ter, Algar Earle of Cheſter, being convicted of Treaſon a- Mat. Wet. 
gainſt the King, fled to Gruffych King oz Pzince of Wales, pag. 421. 
who gathered bis power to revenge the often wzongs, which 
be bad reczived at the Engliſhmens hands, who ſuccoured 
ever his enemies againſt bim. Therefoze be together with //. 272. 
Alzar entred Herefordſhire , and ſpopled with fire and word . Odob. 
all the wap to the City, wbither all the People bad fled, and r. ef. 
tbey boldly iſſued foꝛth (Earle Randulph being their leader) 1 hm 
and gave tim Wateell, which Gruffych wiſhed for above any T 4 
other thing, as He that bad wonne five ſet fields z and coura- 4% was K. 
gioufly receiving bis enemies, fought with them. Which /- e- 
fight was long and doubtfull, till tuch time as Gruffych en- phcw,by his 
couraged his people with the remembzance of tbe Pzoweſſe — 
and wozthy acts of the ancient Brytains their Fozefathers, cap- , 
ing that they were the came Enemies, whoſe dachs they bad „unt. 
ſo oftentimes ſeen befoze: which doubled their wrengt and Ey tempore 
fozce, and ſo they pꝛeſſed foxwards, that their foes were com- %s vir 
pelled to fozſake the field and truſt to their feet, where their — 
bands pzebailed not, and thought to babe taken the Towne |" fee 
foz their defence : But Gruflyth and bis men purſued them 5. Sm. . 
ſo hard, that they encred in with _ after a great laugh» alm. 
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ter returned home with many wozthy Pꝛiſoners, great tri- 
umpb, and rich ſpoyles, leabing nothing in the Towne , but 
bloud and aſbes, and the walls raſed to the ground. 

&$ There be ſome which affirme, that King Edward by evill 
counſell ( a6 it is thought) baniſhed Algar the ſon of Earle Leotrike, 
whereupon be gat bim into Ireland, and there providing xv11l 
ſhips 7 rovers, returned and jiyned bimſelſe with Gruffyth King 
or Prince of Wales, who both together invaded the Ceuntry of Mer- 
cia, about Hereford , where Ranulph Earle of that Country (who 
was ſonne to King Edwards ſiſter named Goda, by ber fir buſ- 
band Walter de Maunt) came againſt them with a great Army, 
and met them about two miles from Hereford , where after a ſore 
fight by the ſpace of three boures, Ranulph and his Army were diſ- 
comfited, and about 500 of them ſlaine, and the reſt put to flight, 
whom Gruffych and Algar purſued to Hereford , and extring the 
Towne, ſet the Cathedrall Church on fire , and ſlue the Biſhop na- 
med Leogar,, with ſeven of the Canons, ſpoiledrand burned the 
Towne miſerably. Whereupon, King Edward being advertiſed 
bereof, gathered an Army, & ſent Haroald the ſon of Earle God- 
wyn againſt them, who purſaing the enemies to Northwalcs, paſ- 
ſed through Stradclwyd to Snowdon: but Gruffyth aud Algar 
being afraid io meet Haroald , got them again to Southwales, 
whereof Haroald being — 2 left one part of by Army in 
Northwalcs , to reſi/t the enemies there, and returning with the 
reſidue to Heretordycauſed a great Trench to be caft round about 
the Towne, with a high Rampire ſtrongly fortiſying the Gates of 
the ſame. After this, by means of a parle had [with Gruffyth and 
Algar, at 4 place called Biligelhag, a peace wu concluded, 
whereupon Algar being pardoned by the King, and reſtored again 
to his Karledome, returned home to Cheſter. About two years af- 

ter, Algar wat accuſed gaine of treaſon, ſo that he was the ſe- 
cond time exiled the Land, and repaired to bis old friend Gruf- 


. fyth Prince of Northwales, by whom be was received joyfully, and 


reſtored again to his Earledome by the aid of certain ftrangers, 
which came by chance from Norway. ¶ bereupon King Edward 
being ſore offended with Gruffyth, ſent Haroald again with pow» 
er. te North wales, to be revenged upon bim, who coming to 
Ruthlan, burned rhe Palace of Grutfyth , and bis ſhips , ang 
then returned back te the King at Gloceſter. 


About 
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came to England with bis Wife and Childzen, Edgar Ede - 
ling (wbich ſigniſteth in the Brytiſh tongue, a young Loꝛd oz 
Pzince) and Margaret, which was afterwards Mueene of 
Scots, and mother to Mawd, wife to — the firſt King of 
England, About two years after came Roderike , tonne to 
Haroald King of Denmarke, with a great Army to Wales, Mat. Wet. 
where being friendly received by King Gruffyth, and joyning 
bis power to Gruffyths , entred England, and cruelly ſpoyled 
and burned a great part of the land. But ſhortly after, Ro- 
derike was compelled to returne to bis ſhips, and to ſaile to 
Denmarke, and Gruffyth returned home with ſpayles. 
This yeare, as Haroald Godwyns fonne would babe failed Mat.“ Park. 
to Flanders, he was dziben by fozce of a tempeſt to land in Mat. Weſt. 
Poytiers, where he was taken, and conveyed to William Ba- 
ftard, Duke of Normandy , to whom Haroald declared bis 
journep thither, to be only to offer him ſerbice in the affaires 
of England, and took a ſolemne oath, firſt to marry the 
Dukes daughter , and after the death of Edward to reſerve 
the Crowne to the Dukes uſe. Then ſþoztly after receibing 
rich gifts, with much honour be returned to England. This 
are dyed Owen the tonne of Gruffyth ap Rytherch , and 
Jolph Biſbop of Menevia. Alſo Haroald and bis bzother To- 

y, by the pzocurement of Caradoc ap Gruffyth ap Rytherch, Mat. Wen, 
and others, gathered a great power, and entred Southwales, pag. 427. 
and ſubdued a great part thereof, and wzought ſo with thoſe 
that were about Gruffyth the King , that as ſoon as he had 
gathered bis people in Northwales, and took bis journey to 
meet with Haroald , he was cruelly and traiterouſly laine by 
bis own men, and bis bead bꝛougbt to Haroald: who appoin- 
ted and placed Meredyth the tonne of Owen ap Edwyn, 

Pꝛince and Ruler in Southwales ; and then be and bis Bꝛo⸗ 
ther Toſty returned home. | ; 

4 Some doe report, that Haroald , about the Rogation weeks 
by the Kings commandment, went againſt the Welſhmen, and ta. 
king the ſea, ſailed by Briſtow , round about the coaſt, compaſſing 
in a manner all Wales. His brother Toſty, that was Earle of 
Northumberland, met bim by appointment with an Hoſt of 
Horſemen, and ſo Joyning 2 „ they deſtreyed the Country of 
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Southwales, in ſuch ſort, that the Welſhmen were compelled to 


ſubmit themſelves to deliver hoſtages, and engage to 7 theanci- 


ent Tribute which before they bad payd. The people of that Coun- 
try, becauſe Gruffyth their Prince fled at the coming of Haroald, 
leaving them to be a prey to the enemy, bated bim ſore, and ſiue him 
when be returned to them againe, and ſent bis head to Haroald, 
which he ſent to the King. After whoſe death , King Edward 
granted the Principality of Northwales to * Blethyn & Rywal- 
hon the ſonnes of Convyn, brethren to Gruffyth by the Mothers 
ſule, who did homage unto bim for the ſame. 

T his Gruffyth ap Lhewelyn governed Wales 34 pears ba- 
liantly and Wozthily, be never fought but he bare away the 
victory, be was gentle to his Subjects, and cruell to his foes, 
loved of the one, and feared of the other : liberall to ſtran- 
gers, coftly in apparell, and Pzincely in all bis doings , and 
un woꝛtby of that cruell death, that the ambitious deſire of 
Kule did pzoboke bis unkind Subjects and unnatural} Cou- 
tens, to pzepare foz ſo Noble a Pzince, and ſo gentle a Pa- 
Ger as be was. 

In the yeare of our Lord 1061 Prince Griffith ap Llewelyn 
was murthered, and Foſeph Biſhop of Menevis dyed ; but the 

Engliſh writers ſay, he was not flaine till A. D. 1064 . | have 
an ancient Chronology, which ſayth that there were from Grif- 
fiths death to William the Conqueror's coming to England 
( which was A.D. 1066) five years, from the Conqueſt to the 
death of Blethyn ap Convyn 7 years, and from Bletbyns death 
to the batrell in Mynydd Carno (where Trabayrn was {lain ) 
fix y:ars. He left two ſons Meredith and Itbel.

Edwin ap Grono commonly called King of Tegaing! ( which 
is now part of Flintſhire ) was one of the 15 Tribes of Gwy+ 
neth. His Armes, A. a Croſſe ingrailed flowry S. between 4 
Corniſh Crows proper, 

Argento gerit Edwinus Tegenius atram 

Florentemq, Crucem nodoſam quatuor inter 

Cornices , roſtris pariter pedibuſq; cruentis, 

Regis Grifhni Leolini tempore vixit. 

He lived in the time of Griffith ap Llewelyn A. D. 104 1. He had 
a ſonnne called Owen , whoſe daughter Angbarad was wife to 
= ap Conan King of Gwyneth, Many good Familics in 

he Counties of Flint, Denbigh, and elſewhere are deſcended 
from him. The Right Reverend Father in God D. William 
K oberts 
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Roberts Lord Biſhop of Bangor ( who was Conſecrated A. D. 
1637. and now living) derives himſelfe lineally from him. 
Alſo hee was Aunceftor to that Famous Scholar and 
Lawyer Thomas Owen one of the Judges of England , and 
Father to Sr. Roger Owen of Condover neare Salop Kt. Howel 
Gwyneth a valiant Gentleman, who ſided with Owen Glendor 
nſt King Henry the 4th, was of this Tribe: He was one 
that did for a long time very much hurt and annoy the Engli/ſ 
that dwelt in his neighbourhood; (as before him one Owen ap 
[414ud had done, who kept by force of armes under his ſub- 
jection all Tegaingl about three years, untill ſuch time as he 
ad obtained his pardon ) but at length he was taken by his 
enemies of the Towne of Flint and aded by them at a 
place called Moelygaer , and his Lands were given to one Sax»

Fter the deceafe of King oꝛ Pzince Gruffych, Mere- 
dyth the tonne of Owen ap Edwyn ( which Edwyn, 
as ſome wꝛiters ſay, was the ſonne of Howel Dha) 
did take upon him the government of Southwales, 

and Blethyn and alhon the ſonnes of Convyn, and balfe- 
bzethzen to King Gruffyth ap Lhewelyn (as alſo bozne 
of Angharat ter to Meredyth King of Wales) did go- 
berne Northwales , Conan the fonne of lago being all tbis 
time with his Father in Law in Iroland. About this time 
it foztuned, that as Haroald ſerbed the King with dzink at 
Windſor bis bzother Toſty moved with envy, that bis youn- 
ger bzother ſhould be pzeferred befoze bim, pulled bim by the 
baire of the bead, and overthrew him. Then departi 
thence, fuli of rancoz and malice, to Hereford, where Haroal 
bad pzepared great ch&re fo2 the King, be due all Haroalds 
ſervants, and cut off their Heads, Armes, Leggs, Noſes, 
Feet, and Pands, and fled all the beſſels of Wine, Weath, 
Beere, and Ale therewith : and tent the King wozd , that be 
ſhould want no powdzed and ſowſed meats when be came 
tbirber;as foz other tbings, be migbt make pꝛobiſton himſelfe.
